STRANGE CARTS. 


These carts seem as strange among 
the gray shapes of modern war 
transport as a Chinese mandarin in 
painted silk would be. They are 
the most individual of things, all 
two-wheeled, all bright yellow, and 
the same size, it is true, but upon 
each there are the gayest and little 
paintings, such paintings as one sees 
in England at times upon an ice 
cream barrow. Sometimes the pic- 
ture will present a scriptural subject, 
sometimes a scene of opera, some- 
times a dream landscape or a trophy 
of fruits or flowers, and the harness 
—now much out of repair—is stud- 
ded with brass. Again and again I 
have passed strings of these gay 
carts; all Sicily must be swept of 
them. 

Through the dust I came to 
Aquileia, which is now but an old 
cathedral, built upon the remains of 
a very early basilica, standing in 4 
space in a scattered village. But 
across this dusty space there was 
carried the head of the upstart 
Maximin who murdered Alexander 
Severus, and later Aquilela brought 
Attila near to despair. Our party 
alighted; we inspected a very old 
mosaic floor which has been uncov- 
ered sinc® the Austrian retreat. The

NOT MUCH HURT. 

As a consequence, I visited 
it I found it very little injured— 
compared, that is, with such other 
towns as have been fought through. 
Here and there the front of a house 
has been knocked in by an Austrian 
shell, or a lamp post prostrated. But 
the road bridge had suffered a good 
deal; its tron parapet was twisted 
about by shell bursts and inter- 
woven with young trees and big 
boughs designed to screen the pass- 
er-by from the observation of the 
Austrian gunners upon Monte Santo. 
Here and there were huge holes 
through which one could look down 
upon the blue trickles of water in 
the stony river bed below. The 
driver of our automobile displayed 
what seemed to me an extreme 
confidence in the margins of these 
gaps, but his confidence was justi- 
fied. At Sagrado the bridge had 
been much more completely demol- 
ished; no effort had been made to 
restore the horizontal roadway, but 
one crossed by a sort of timber 
switchback that followed the ups 
and downs of the ruina. 

It is not in these places that one 
must look for the real destruction of 
modern war. The real fight on the 
left of Gorizia went through the vil- 
lage of Lucinico up the hill of Pod- 
gora. Lucinico ts nothing more than 
a heap of gray stones; except for a 
bit of the church wall and the gable 
end of a house one cannot even 
speak of it as ruins. But in one 
place among the rubble I saw the 
splintered top and a leg of a grand 
piano. Podgora Hill, which was no 
doubt once neatly terraced and cul- 
tivated, is Ike a scrap of landscape 
from some airiegs, treeless planet. 
Still more desolate. was the scene 
upon the Carso to the right (south) 
of Gorizia. Both San Martino and 
Doberdo are destroyed beyond the 
limits of runiation. The Carso K- 
self is a waterless upland with but a 
few bushy trees: it must always 
have been a desolate region, but now 
it is an indescribable wilderness of 
shell craters. smashed-up Austrian 
trenches, splintered timber, old iron, 
rags, and that rusty thorny vileness 
of man's invention, worse than all 
the thorns and thickets of nature 
barbed wire. There are no dead 
visible: the wounded have been 
cleared away; but about the trenches 
and particularly near some of the 
dugouts there was a faint, repul- 
sive smell. 


IN A WILDERNESS. 

Yet into this wilderness the Ital- 
lans are now thrusting a sort of or- 
der. The German is a wonderful 
worker; they say on the Anglo- 
French front that he makes trenches 
by way of resting, but I doubt if he 
ean touch the Italian at certain 
forms of toil. All the way up to San 
Martino and beyond swarms of 
workmen were making one of those 
carefully graded roads that the Ital- 
tans make better than any other peo- 
ple. Other swarms were laying wa- 
ter pipes. For upon the Carso there 
are neither roads nor water, and be- 
fore the Italians can thrust further 
both must be brought up to the front.

Coming Branch Road Means 
Much for Imperial. 


New Acreage will be Opened 
in Opulent Section. 


Outlook. 


Calipatrian Tells Prospects of 
Glowing Future. 


The new branch rallroad, to be 
built from Calipatria to Westmore- 
land in the Imperial Valley, is now 
an assured fact and material is 
daily arriving in carload lots and

Concerning the probable effect of 
this new railroad on the develop- 
ment of th portion of the valley 
Mr. Shader said: “The building of 
this line and its companion branch 
to the East will have a profound in- 
fluence on the present conditions, 
which are excellent, and the future 
development of this singularly rich 
region.

HARBOR AND BASE. 


VENICE PEOPLE CONFER WITH 
ARMY ENGINEER. 


> 


Tell Maj. Pilisbury of Advan- 
tages Nature Offers at Playa del 
Rey Easin, Declaring Cost of De- 
velopment Would be Low and 
Results Good. 


Maj. G. B. Pilisbury, Corps of 
Engineers, U.S. A., conducted a 
formal hearing yesterday morning 
on the application of the Yenice 
Chamber of Commerce for a survey 
for an inner harbor at the Playa del 
Rey inlet. The hearing Was re- 
quired by law, for the purpose of 
obtaining such information as pos 
sible as to the feasibility of the 


plan. It was held in the Central 
Grammar School, Venice, and was 
attended by representatives of vari- 
ous cities of Santa Monica Bay. 

Acting solely as questioner and 
listener, Maj. Pillsbury had a steno- 
graphic record made of the proceed- 
ings. He announced later that in 
about ten days he will make a re- 
port to the Board of Engineers, War 
Department, as to the advisibility 
of making the survey for the har- 
bor. The decision of the board will 
probably be made in three months. 

Abbot Kinney, on the part of the 
Venice Chamber of Commerce, pre- 
sented two reports, one written by 
himself and one by his engineer, J. 
B. Griffin. The first gives the history 
of various harbor plans attempted 
on Santa Monica Ray and the rea- 
sons for asking for a survey for 
such a harbor. Mr. Kinney, said 
that “the weak point of the entire 
Banta Monica bay front is the fre- 
quent large wave motion. This often 
causes inconvenience in loading and 
unloading ships and in laying ships 
alongside wharves. 

Because of this, he said, an inner, 
protected harbor is needed; and he 
added that it could be constructed 
at a erate-cost because of the 
close railroad communication with 
Los Angeles and Santa Moniea. 

Mr. Griffin gave information rela- 
tive to Port Ballona (Playa del Rey 
inlet.) He said the outlet of the har- 
bor is natural, with a drainage area 
of about 134 square miles, while the 
area of the tidelands adjoining is 
about 300 acres, with other lowlands, 
not covered by water. of about two 
square miles. He said the location 
has many advantages for a naval 
Hase, and that the entrance would 
be ample to protect against south- 
east storms. He declared the cost 
of dredging for a turning basin, lat- 
eral channels and slips would be 
comparatively small, owing fo the 
low elevation of the land above sea 
level. He gave the depth of the 
water in front of the entrance as 
thirty feet one-quarter mite out and

| hold for long. Showing a surprising 
ability to rally quickly from the ef- 
fects of the enemy's charge, the 
French wave recoiled and swept the 
Germans completely out of the po- 
tions they had gained a foothold in. 
The situation in this region was 
left virtually as it was when the big 
push last week eliminated the dan- 
gerous salient that protruded into the 
French lines near Vermandovillers. 
Foch has so strengthened his lines 
that another week at the most should 
see the advance of his troops into 
„Chaulnes itself. By taking this 
strongly fortified town the French 
will have surmounted their greatest 
obstacle to their forward movement 
in the whole region south of Peronne 
and will have prepared the way for 
the seizure of the latter stronghold. 
The French again attempted to 
‘swing their lines through Sailly-Sail- 
‘Yisel and into the sector south of 
Transloy, but in hand-to-hand fight- 
ling of the most desperate character 
they were driven back to their start- 
ing points. By their furious resist- 
ance in this region the Germans have 
| given notice that they intend to de- 
fend the Bethune road to the limit 
of their resources. That a break in 
their lines at this point would doom 
Bapaume is fully appreciated by the 
German commanders, Von Boehm 
and Von Garnier, and they are con- 
centrating all their efforts on stem- 
ming the allied advance at the 
boundaries it has now reached. 
The Germans confront the French 
and British along the Bethune road 
from powerfully fortified intrench- 
ments, which it may take weeks to 
plerce. But the allies are in posses- 
sion of all the dominating heights 
and have perfected their system of 
communications so that it appears to 
be only a matter of time before the 
Germans will be swept back and 
probably beyond. ‘The activities of 
the British forces today were limited 
to raids and reconnaissances on the 
Somme and distant fronts. German 
trenches in the neighborhood of the 
Ypres and Hulloch were penetrated 
by Anzacs, who inflicted damage on 
the enemy’s works and returned with 
prisoners. 
For the rst time in several days 
no aerial activity was reported on

By the same token, gray is good, 
but so is color. It is better to win 
out by affirmation than by negation. 
Jack Wilkinson Smith, in his admi- 
rably felt and studied landscapes, 
never misses harmony, but he often 
loses vitality, the keen, arresting 
assent. His pictures have the charm 
of mood, but it is always a pensive 
mood, always the same mood. 1 
could wish that he would rush at red 
like a mad bull, wring out blue like 
an impressionist, torture green and 
yellow like a cubist. For all these 
colors do exist in nature, and Mr. 
Smith misses them by a delicate 
hair’s breadth. Perhaps he does it 
on purpose, perhaps he has schooled 
himself to his present over-quiet- 
ness. If so, I think he has made 
a mistake. His drawing is so true 
in “Canyon Portal,” “Storm-scarred 
Cliffs,” and “Tranquility,” his sun- 
shine is so lovely and his air so 
delicate, that I wish he had given 
us just a little more—had given us 
color. There is no denying the 
charm of Mr. Smith's work, but its 
appeal would be greater and more 
lasting if it expressed more energy. 

The three landscapes that Guy 
Rose exhibits are as harmonious as 
the three by Mr. Smith, the parts 
“hang together” with equal felicity, 
there is the same earnest seeking 
for values, but they hold no denial 
of color. They are not powerful in 
the usual sense, for their effective- 
ness lies in the fusion of light and 
air, and especially in the results of 
light and air on stretches of land- 
scape. But they are far more live- 
ly in their lyricism than Mr. Smith's, 
more plangent in color. Mr. Rose's 
impressionism is that of a highly- 
sensitized interpreter of nature.

SCHOOLMASTER’S OBLIGATION, 


Should Make Scholars of Boys and 
Teach Need of Faith in Men. 


[The Atlantic:] Every master has 
under his own hands the living am- 
bitions, the young possibilities, of 
echolarship; and he should content 
himself with making scholars of his 
boys and sending them out into the 
world, merely warning them against 
the chill of the world, and bidding 
them keep faith alive when they 
pass through the valley of the shad- 
ow of college. Instead of doing this 
they often adore the false gods of 
the universities. The distortion of 
our schoolmasters’ imagination can 
be traced immediately to the power 
of an illiterate public, which con- 
ceives that universities, not schools, 
are the seat of education, and which 
has put the schoolmaster in chaina. 
It says: “We want our boys to go to 
college; it says: “Of course, there 
must be schoolmasters to prepare 
the boys.” The illiterate public——by 
which I mean all America—does not 
know that four years of good school- 
ing are more valuable for any boy 
than a whole lifetime of college. The 
schoolmasters do not realize this. 
When they find out, being men of 
character and force and very much 
more in earnest than the college 
boards, they will rearrange their 
own curricula and will persuade the

[Review of Reviews:] Three years 
ago the National Civic Federation 
undertook a thorough study of the 
problems underlying the proposal to 
fix a minimum wage by law in this 
country, and also of the actual ex- 
perience of those States which have 
adopted such laws. A Minimum 
Wage Commission was appointed, 
whose members were Alexander J. 
Porter (chairman,) president of the 
Shredded Wheat Company, 
Percy 8. Straus of R. HI. Macy & Co., 
New York, representing employers; 
James W. Sullivan of the Brooklyn 
Typographical Union and II. J. 
Conway, secretary of the Retail 
Clerks’ International Protective As- 
sociation, representing labor; Mrs. 
Lyndsay Van Rensselaer and Miss 
Thalia Newton Brown of the wom- 
en's department, National Civic Fed- 
eration, and Dr. Lee K. Frankel, 
Ralph M. Easley and Miss Gertrude 
Beeks (secretary,) representing the 
public. 

In July, this commission's report 
was made public in the form of a 
pamphiet entitled “The Minimum 
Wage by Law,” lasued dy the Na- 
tional Civie Federation from its 
headquarters in New York City. 

The commission secured the serv- 
ices of Miss Marie L. Obenaver, an 
export investigator in economic 
fields, who made a thorough and im- 
partial survey of the situation from 
a world-wide standpoint. Miss (be- 
nauer's analysis forms a part of the 
report. 

MOVEMENT IN THIS COUNTRY. 


Minimum-wage laws in this coun- 
try apply to women and children 
only, in certain industries. The 
principle of such  Ilegisiation is 
that the State, in the exercise of the 
police power, and working through 
commissions or wage beards, shall 
determine a wage below which it 
shall be illegal to pay workers in 
certain industries. The chief factor 
considered by these beards is the 
cost of living. 

Minimum-wage laws 
adopted in eleven States; Arkansas, 
California, Colorado, Kansas, Mas- 
sachusetts (which led the way, in 
1912.) Minnesota, Nebraska, Utah, 
Washington, Wisconsin and Oregon. 
Miss Obenauer calls attention to the 
fact that although nearly a fourth of 
our States have such laws, many of 
them in effect for several years, ex- 
perience with actual minimum-wage 
determinations is limited. She 
praises the deliberation with which 
commissions have acted— making 
preliminary surveys of women-em- 
ploying industries, and securing data 
as to the coat of living, in order to 
make determinations with the full- 
est possible knowledge. But she em- 
phasizes the fact that minimum- 
wage legislation is still on trial in 
this country. 

The Massachusetts commission, 
for example, made its first award 
effective in August, 1912, two years 
after it was created; and then the 
determination applied merely to the 
brush industry, which employs only 
2000 workers, including men, wom- 
en and children. The California 
commission consumed three years 
before putting into effect its first 
determination, relating to minimum 
plece rates for women in certain 
phases of the canning industry. The 
longest period of experimentation 
in minimum-wage determination 
which affected any considerable 
number of workers in a single indus- 
try is to be found in the retail stores 
of Oregon. 

The Oregon law creating an In- 
dustrial Welfare Commission has 
been carried to the United States 
Supreme Court as a test case to de- 
termine the constitutionality of 
minimum-wage legislation; and both 
advocates and: adversaries eagerly 
await a decision. 

Miss Obenauer declares that no 
one familiar with the accumulated 
mass of evidence concerning the 
wages of women at work will deny 
that in spite of the increased wage 
rates in recent years a menacingly 
large number of adult women are 
failing to earn enough while at work 
to sustain themselves in health and 
comfort, to say nothing of providing 
for the days of involuntary unem- 
ployment.” 

Women constitute a fifth of the 
total number of wage earners in 
manufacturing industries in the 
United States. In a, government in- 
vestigation, it was found that of 
86,000 women wage earners 16 years 
of age and older (in certain manu- 
facturing and mill industries.) over 
40 per cent. were receiving less than 
$6 a week and approximately three- 
fourths were receiving less than . 
The National Civic Federation's 
commission in the course of its in- 
vestigation found that the most con-

legislation, as also did the organized 
wage-earning women. On the other 
hand, the Central Labor Union of 
Brooklyn, N. V., favors such legisia- 
tion af a means of bringing to an 
end as speedily as possible “most 
linhuman conditions so prevalent in 


all underpaid industries.” John 
Mitchell, former preside of of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 


and present chairman of the New 
York State Industrial Commission, 
favors a minimum wage for the two 
obviously defenseless classes, women 
and children, in the lowest paid oc- 
cupations. Yet President Gompers 
states that the American Federation 
of Labor “is not in favor of fixing, 
by legal enactment, certain mini- 
mum wages, for it “has apprehen- 
sions as to the wisdom of placing in 
the hands of the government addi- 
tional powers which may be used to 
the detriment of the working peo- 
ple.’ But the Federation of Labor 
is in favor of fixing the maximui 
number of hours of work for minors 
and women; and it regards chil- 
dren, women minors anyway, and 
perhaps women, as wards of the ma- 
ition who have no political rights and 
have not thus far protected them- 
selves industrially as the men have. 

Employers show little, if any, 
more crystallization on the subject. 
A recent report of the National 
Manufacturers’ Association is ad- 
verse to minimum-wage legislation. 
and belleves the proposal econom- 
ically unsound; yet the Retail Dry 
Goods Associations of San Francis- 
so and of California indorsed the 
| proposal before it became a law in 
that State. 


Some of the objections of employ- 


labor openly, actively, and

ers were stated by Walter Drew, 
counsel of the National Erectors 
Association, at a public meeting held 
by the Civic Federation's minimum 
wage commission. He emphasized 
the practical difficulties in connec- 
tion with the negessity of putting 
into force a minimum wage based 
upon the cost of living. “Who shall 
say that a certain thing is a neces- 
sity, a comfort, or a luxury?“ 

In Wisconsin it was expected that 
$7 would be the minimum estab- 
lished; but an investigation deter- 
mined that it should be $9.20; and 
is was found impossible to enforce 
that standard, 

Naturally, too, employers look 
with little favor on the prospect of 
more investigations of their books 
and more dislocation of their fac- 
tory or store organization. 

The judgment of this Minimum 
Wage Commission is that experience 
is not yet sufficient to justify any 
conclusion. “It seems for the pres- 
ent the part of wisdom for all the 
States not having minimum-wage 
laws to watch those which have en- 
acted such statutes, for a reasonable 
period before adopting similar legis- 
lation.” 

The commission will continue its 
own studies, but indorses Miss 
Obenauer's suggestion that a joint 
investigation be conducted by the 
Department of Labor and the De- 
partment of Commerce. 


OVER THE SEA. 


Field Marshal Von Hindenburg, 
chief of the German General Staff, 
celebrated his sixty-hinth birthday, 
at headquarters on the eastern front 
on the Ind inst. The Berlin news- 
papers all publish articles exalting 
him as the greatest German of the 
age and cxpressing the fullest con- 
fidence in his ability to lead the 
German army to victory. 


Gen. Kuropatkin, who led the Rus- 
Mans in the d€isestrous war with 
Japan, and who has recently been 
at the head of an army on the north- 
ern front, has been appointed Gov- 
ernor-General of Turkestan. He has 
had fifty years of military service 
with his country. His new post 
means his retirement as far as the 
war is concerned. 


The Duchess of Roxburehe, for- 
merly Miss May Ogden Goelet of 
New York, has been offered the post- 
tion of mistress of robes to Queen 
Mary of England, according to re- 


ports in court circles. This position 


is considered one of highest honor 


by the great ladies of the British 


empire. 


Jon J. C. Bratianu, Prime Min- 
ister of Rumania, who now occuples 
such a prominent place in his coun- 
try’s affairs, is the son of the famous 
statesman M. Jon Bratianu, who, in 


1877. was largely instrumental in 
causing Rumania to join forces 
with Russia against Turkey. Edu- 


cated as an engineer, in Bucharest 
and in Paris, M. Bratianu. on his 
return from the French capital, en- 
tered the service of the Rumanian 
state railways. He early, however, 
turned to politics, and in 1895 se- 
cured a seat in the chamber as a 
member of the Liberal party, of 
which hie father, had for so long 
been leader. In 13, during the in- 
vasion of Bulgaria, a policy he had 
strongly ureed, he was a captain in 
the army. On the fall of the Ma- 
jorescu Ministry, after the signing of 
the Treaty of Bucharest, M. 
Bratianu returned to power as head 
of the present Liberal Cabinet. 


Hipolito Irigoyen, who became 
President of Argentine October 12. 
may prove to be a political success, 
but there is no indication that he 
will be a success socially. The Ar- 
gentinians expect their Presidents- 
elect, their Presidents and ex-Presi- 
dents to give big balls and receptions 
and generally to add to the gaiety of 
the capital. President-elect Irigoyen 
has been a terrible disappointment 
in this respect. But for one short 
visit to Buenos Aires in July, he has 
remained shut up like a hermit in 
his ranch house in the country since 
his election. The people have been 
anxious to see him. Pictures of him 
have been printed, but everyone 
knows they are fakes because there 
isn’t a picture of Irigoyen in exist- 
ence.

RICH VALLEY ACREAGE 


WILL BE OPENED UP. 


Railway Lines to East and West Sides of New Imperial 
Domain to Make Calipatria a Most Important Shipping 
Center—Large Area is Now Being Planted to Cotton | 


and Industry is Booming. 


ALIPATRIA. Oct. 14. — The 
( principal topic in the northern 

part of Imperial Valley just 
now is the ney railroad from Call- 
patria to Westmoreland, ties for 
which are now arriving at this 
place by the trainioad. As soon as 
this wesigoing branch from the 
Southern Pacific present main 
valley line through Calipatria 
is finished, a gecond branch 
tapping the great east-side dis 
tricts is to be started. Thus, Cal- 
ipatria, already the agricultural, 
commercial and industrial center of 
the wonderful empire which has 
been opened up to development in 
this end of the American Nile coun- 
try, is to become at once an impor- 
railway center. 

The building of these two branch 
roads will bring the area of fertile 
land directly tributary to Calipatria 
up to 100,000 acres. Both branches 
will tap teritory now cut up into 
prosperous ranches, as well as un- 
developed lands rich in potentiality 
and needing only proper transpor- 
tation facilities to make them thor- 
oughly adaptable to immediate cul- 
tivation and improvement on ex- 
tensive and profitable lines. 

As the result of these railway de- 
velopments, a high-class passenger 
depot is now included among the im- 
portant improvements definitely as- 
sured for Calipatria in the imme- 
diate future. Additions to the al- 
ready extensive freight facilities of 
the town are also in contemplation, 
and a large packing-house, which 
has been talked of for some time. 
is now declared to be a “go,” hav- 
ing become more than ever a neces- 
“ity in the light of forthcoming 
shipping activities. The plans call 
for a building of the most substan- 
tial construction arranged for the 
handling of fresh, salted and smoked 
meats, as well as other by-products 
of the valley. 

MARVELOUS GROWTH. 


The growth of Calipatria in the 
two years that have elapsed since 
the dirt began to fly for its first 
building has been nothing short of 
marvelous. The new town now boasts 
both a national and a State bank, 
more than a score of brick busi- 
ness concerns of different kinds, two 
iumber yards, two large warehouses, 
a $45,000 school, two churches. many 


attractive homes and several pros- 
perous industries. Two cotton gins 
have already been completed here 
and within a few months the Bal- 
four-Guthrie interests will build 4 
modern cottonseed oil mill for the 
handling of the products of their 
own and other great cotton tracts. 

The achievements of Calipatria 
have had a solid basis in the actual 
development that has taken place 
around the town since the syndicate 
of owners that is subdividing the 
former railroad lands of the north- 
ern part of Imperial Valley acquired 
the 47,000 desert acres comprising 
these great holdings. The change 
in ownership was the signa] for the 
development not only of the old- 
time railroad domain but of the al- 
ternating sections homesteaded by 
settlers who had been awaiting just 
such a great day. One of the sig- 
nificant events in the history of Im- 
perial Valley was the recent comple- 
tion of the last unit of the No. 3 
Water Company's irrigation system 
for the watering of approximately 
50,000 acres of Calipatria’s vas 
growing domain. 

FUTURE OUTLOOK. 

Carl F. Schader, one of the prin- 
cipal developers of the new 
north-end lands and who has 
had charge of the townsite 
activities of Calipatria, gave an 
interesting insight recently into the 
progress of the district, as well as 
the outlook for future advancement. 
“High prices for cotton, corn and 
cattle are now bringing prosperity 
to Imperial Valley's newest town,” 
sald Mr. Schader.. “Short staple 
cotton is selling at 15% and long 
staple at 20 to 22% a pound. This 
insures a further large addition to 
the cotton acreage, already greatly 
increased during the year. There will 
be around 25,000 acres put to cotton 
in the Calipatria territory next year, 
according to presént indications. 

“Calipatria aspires to be the long 
staple cotton center of America in 
the years to come. The Balfour- 
Guthrie Company is now planting 
10,000 acres in long staple. Leroy 
Little will plant 5000 acres to the 
same crop. Others are carrying out 
similar operations on a smaller 
scale, 

“I predict that there will be 12. 
000 acres of barley in this end of 
the vallev in the cominre vear. These

Argues that it Throws Whole 
Taxing Power into Confusion and 
Violates Principics—Fails to See 
eHow Mandate Can be Issucd by 
the Court. 


Asserting that the borough pro- 
visions in the present city charter 
ere unconstitutional, City Attorney 
Stephens yesterday filed with the 
State Supreme Court the city’s an- 
sewer to the petition for a writ of 
mandate to compel the Council to 
call a borough election in Wilming- 
ton district. 

The City Attorney argues that 
essentials of the freeholder char- 
ter are made nugatory by provis- 
ions of the borough section, and that 
the section practically, if not actual- 
ly, forma cities of the sixth class 
contrary to the Constitution’ 

He says the borough section 
throws the whole taxing power into 
confusion and violates fundamental 
principles. Moreover, there is no 
method prescribed by which the 
Council may select the names of 
candidates for Trustees although the 
charter commands the names of 
candidates to be printed on the bal- 
lot. The City Attorney does not 
see how a mandate can be issued 
by the court to call an election, 
which call must be in accord with 
circumstances and conditions which 
are impossible to be brought about. 

“Not only did the City Council 
refuse to do that which it could not 
do,” saya City Attorney Stephens, 
“but it did right in not attempting, 
through an untenable construction 
of the law, to allow the first step 
to be taken toward putting the i- 
considered provisions of this charter 
into effect.

Three Corporations Submit Counter-proposal to City’s 
Proposition to Buy the Distributing Properties, Asking 
More than Fourteen Million Dollars and, in Lieu of 
Severance Damages, Indeterminate Contructs. 


000 and $15,000,000 and power 

contracts for an indetermin- 
ate period, the representatives of 
the Southern California Bdison 
Company, the Los Angeles Gas and 
Electric Corporation and the Pa- 
eine Light and Power Corporation 
yesterday submitted to Mayor Wood- 
man's committee their counter-pro- 
posal to the city’s proposition to 
buy their distributing systems. The 
conference was held in the Mayor's 
office. 

The method of payment can be 
either through a bond issué or on 
time, $3,500,000 being paid down 
and the balance in quarterly or 
semi-annual payments. The com- 
panies suggest a mutual agreement 
for preferential purchase and sale 
of power until the city’s needs are 
entirely met by its aduedsect con- 
struction. They do this in order 
that the home companies may not 
be shut out by the competition of 
outside coneerns which may offer to 
sell power wholesale to the city. 

The company’s proposal is so in- 
volved, to the lay mind, that Mayor 
Woodman humorously remarked 
that he “referred their Greek alpha- 
bet to our engineers for decision.” 

EXPECTS COMPROMISE. 

The Mayor believes the city and 
the companies will be able to meet 
on a compromise arrangement as 
between the city’s offer of about 
$10,000,00 and the companies de- 
mand for several millions more. A 
figure of about $12,500,000 has been 
mentioned.

He considered it 
Importan for a railroad president, 
situated as he was, to tell the public 
all about the problems of the New 
Haven. His was the faculty of put- 
ting interest into the dry bones of 
statistics, and, while he was bring- 
ing new “pep” into the system by 
day, he was sitting up late of nights 
at public banquets, club meetings 
and the ke, making speeches. The 
other day I counted sixty pamphlets 
in one of the New Haven offices, con- 
taining speeches made by him before 
schools, colleges, clube and inetitu- 
tions, all ably stating the case of the 
New Haven from his point of view. 

When he speaks to the Lotos Club 
he calls up the shades of James Ruse- 
sell Lowell and Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son: when he talks to a school of 
mechanics he harks back to his days 
as a rodman, and not long ago, at 
a gathering in New Bedford, where 
it was appropriate, he told of what 
the French had done in New Ene- 
land to the Chamber de Commerce 
Franco-American — speaking in the 
language of la belle France. He 
comes very near to being all things 
to all men— does Howard Elliott. 
STILL HAS PROBLEM ON HANDS. 

His problem of the New Haven 
is not yet solved, for, what with the 
tremendous strain put upon the road 
when much of New England started 
in to make munitions for the Puro- 
pean war, he has had all he can at- 
tend to while waiting to see how the 
government is going to treat his 
road. His own ideas on this sub- 
ject of Federal supervision were 
summed up by him not long ago in 
one of hig speeches, tn which he 
used an illustration drawn from his 
western life. 

“Bill Yokim,” sald he, “was an 
excellent fellow who kept a livery 
stable and set up as a horse expert. 
One day Bill had a colt which he 
was going to break in and a number 
of friends were invited to witness 
the performance. The spectators sat 
on the fence’ while Bill trained the 
colt. It took him about an hour 
and a half, and when he got through 
the colt was dead. Bill Yokim’'s ex- 
perience, I fear, will be repeated if 
we remain passive and permit our 
polſiticlans keep on regulating the 
railroads.” 

Mr. Elliott is lighter in weight 
than he was in the West, and the 
round contour of his face has been 
displaced here and there by angles, 
yet he is the same aggressive, active 
executor that-he was before he took 
up the New England burden. Those 
who knew him well realize how near 
he comes to that beau ideal of being 
“regular person“ There are 
many things which he would like 
to do more, if he had the time— 
dancing, for instance. He knows all 
the miysteries of the one-step, the 
fox trot and the tango, and he goes 
to balle whenever he can, which is 
not often now. Also, he would like 
to play golf a great deal more than 
he does, for he is as good at that as 
he is at tennis, which is very good. 
This is in strict confidence, but as 
a student he was one of the crack 
baseball players of Harvard, and to 
this day he is a consistent and 
zealous fan—only that New Haven 
business keeps him away from the 
sport even when he is most inter- 
ested. 

As a matter of fact, aside from 
these amustments just enumerated, 
Howard Elliott would like nothing 
better than to sit surrounded by suit- 
able books in red levant bindings in a 
study in the Back Bay, Boston, for 
he lives in the American Athens, 
and thinks thoughts on économics 
and finance and philosophy and the 
history of civilization and writes 
them down precisely with a quill 
pen.

“The police biotter shows that ar- 
rests for drunkenness have not ma- 
terially diminished. Last January 
there were ninety-four arrests for 
drunkenness; in February, 117; 
March 294. I haven't the figures 
since then; but In March the arrests 
were only six less for the month than 
when the town was wet. 

“The permits issued by the Audi- 
tor show that Seattle people legally 
brought in 453,624 pints of liquor for 
personal consumption during the 
month of August, In addition to this, 
large quantities were brought in by 
blind piggers.

By the time they got through with 
those places there wasn’t enough 
left to make a toothpick out of.

They made 
a terrible yell and tried to get out 
injunctions, but I sent the police 
out early w the morning and we 
busted the places up before they 
could get hold of a judge. 

“In one instance we found that 
we had made a mistake and paid 
the proprietor of the place $300 
damages simply as a matter of just- 
ice. Many of the blind piggers are 
threatening damage suits but I fig- 
ure they won't get very far with 
them. They can’t come into court 
with elean hands. I don't think they 
will stand much of a chance be- 
fore a jury. 

“Under the law there is no limit 
to the amount of liquor that a drug- 
Fist can get and sell on prescription: 
but as a matter of practical police 
regulation we only allow them to get 
what looks to be a reasonable 
amount. When we see druggists or 
private parties bringing in what 
seems to us an unusual or unrea- 
sonable amount we arbitrarily stop 
them—and we get away with it. 
“The City Council is with me in 
this. They have told me to go ahead, 
they will stand the damage suits. 

“I don't think it has hurt business 
in Seattle. If it has, the harm has 
been done indirectly. For instance, 


voted dry. Everybody wondered how 
Clarence knew so much about it 
without being here. His statements 
have never been corroborated by any 
responsibie Seattle firm.” 

J. F. Ronald is perhaps the best 
known judge in that part of Wash- 
ington. He has been, until lately, 
presiding judge of the Superior 


Court of King county and for many | 
years had charge of the criminal 
trials in the courts of Seattle. 

He told me that, since Seattle 
went dry, crime has deen reduced 
at least 60 per cent. Ot that 50 
per cent., at least half the cases are 
prosecutions of blind piggers. . 

“Criminal lawyers have practically 
gone out of business,” he said. “Most 
of the criminals in my court are 
now defended by boys just admitted 
to the bar who are waiting around 
to be appointed. When the town 
first went dry, the blind pig people 
fought hard and relied upon the be- 
lief that juries would not convict 
them. One day this week, five pool 
room men came into my court and 
pleaded guilty.” 

Judge Ronald is also a man of 
large property interests. I asked 
him about the commercial effect of 
prohibition. He said it had re- 


had been too high and that the sud- 
den shock of any great industrial 
change would have jarred them 
down to normal. 

WHAT THE MAYOR SAYS. 

Having pretty well fortified my- 
self with facts, I went down to see 
the Mayor.

“Well I'l! tell you, I used to be a 
wet myself. You know I have had 
a funny experience in this job. I 
was elected; recalled; then elected 


wet, I suppose you would call me a 


Most of my clients were one that 
class of people. I have ! all those 
clients now. I'm done as a lawyer. 
My practice has gone. The drys 
haven't anything to give a fellow 
in that line; nothing but a blessing. 

“T voted wet at the election when 
the State went dry. But as long as 
the law was on the statute books, I 
began to enforce it. Without the 
right kind of a police force I 
coulin’t have done anything. It hap- 
pened that I had at hand an in- 
corruptible police sergeant. He got 
after them horse, foot and dra- 
goons. 

“Very early in the fight we found 
that a lot of blind piggers were pre- 
pared to sell liquor in open defiance 
of the law. We imposed fines up- 
on them, but they simply put the 
fines down to profit and loss and 
went right along. On account of the 
increased price charged for the 
booze, they could easily afford to 
pay the maximum fines. Anyhow, 
they didn’t think the juries would 
convict them. 

“Well, they couldn't get away with 
it. I sent the police boys around 


and told them to bust up the places. 
They Aid a good job of it. 


it may be that capitalists who con- 
templated putting up buildings have 
in some instances delayed doing so. 
I know one man who was about to 
put up a twelve-story hotel on Jack- 
son street. The town went dry and 
he chopped it off at six stories. He 
told me the other day he was sorry 
he had changed his mind. He said 
he intended now going on with the 
additional six stories. The change 
in his plans will involve an addi- 
tional expenditure of $66,000.

PROHIBITION HURT SEATTLE 
TOURIST TRADE: LOOK OUT! 


NE feature of prohibition in Seattle that should be carefully 
considered by the Southern California voter. 

An admitted loss to Seattle as the result of going dry is 

the tourist trade. Seattle hotel men say that a large share of tour- 

ists who formerly came in every winter from Alaska now make a 


Christian fortitude and heroic equanimity: Seattle was never much 
of a tourist town and never banked much on the tourist trade. 
> Seattle is essentially a seaport and commercial city. If Seattle peo- 
ple have lost tourist trade, they can reflect with philosophy that they 


No one can look into the future and state with absolute certainty 
whether prohibition would have a similar effect upon the tourist 
trade in California. But if it should blight the tourist crop in Soutb- 
ern California as it blighted the tourist crop in the State of Wash- 
ington, we would lose our star asset. 

This is the place where the voter in Southern California can well 
sit down and do a little careful figuring. 

Both sides are doing a good deal of lying as to the effects of pro-

“We have lost some

nitions factories. I think the city 
directory will show a net gain over 
last year. We have lost some Alaska 
tourist trade. I think we will retain 
the best of it. A lot of good people 
always come down from Alaska 
every year; also a lot of bums. The 
desirable ones will keep on coming. 
We can get along without the ‘tour- 
ists who came down for the purpose 
of getting drunk.” So much for the 
Mayor. 


HOTELS BUFFER. 


One of the last men I saw in Seat- 
tle was the manager of the new 
Washington Hotel, which is the so- 
cial hub around which Seattle re- 
volves. His name is Marmaduke. 
The same company that owns the 
Washington Hotel also controls a 
great deal of Seattle real estate, in- 
cluding the Alaska Block. 

Mr. Marmaduke is a leader in the 
movement to modify the prohibi- 
tion laws in order te permit hotels 
to serve liquor. 

“Prohibition,” he said, “has hurt 
hotels and certath kinds of rental 
property have been hurt. 

“Nearly every large hotel loses 
money on its dining-room and makes 
up the loss on its bar. Guests al- 
ways think they are being robbed in 
the dining-room of hotels, but the 
reverse is true. On account of the 
fierce overhead expense hotels al- 
ways lose on all meat orders. They 
make something on coffee, soup, pas- 
try and salads; but on the whole the. 
hotel dining-room is a heavy loss. 
to be made up only by the profits of 
the bar. Prohibition has cost our 
hotel $25,000. |

Conn of Pasadena, Pipal’s star from the south, came through 
again today as he did in the game last Saturday with Idaho, and in 
the third period booted the pigskin for a beautiful drop kick from 
the thirty-yard line. Conn's kicking ability has placed him in the 
forefront of northwestern stars of 1916. 

Pipal today showed his superiority over the redskin Dietz in 
that his men, though they also made many fumbles, but no serious 
ones, carried far more yardage with their forward passes than did 
the Washington Aggies. 


It was the Washington Aggies’ first conference game and they 


tried hard to win against greater odds. Pipal's boys showed greater 
headwork, were faster on their feet, surer and stronger than the 
Pullman team.

“In my ‘long ago’ I took an $80 book 
in four volumes with photogravures 
and ‘ made good.’ A fine and well known 
house published it. And the crochet, 


knitting, and embroideries can keep us 


busy. We cannot nurse the sick, but 
we can read and sing to the convales- 
cent and we can comfort the sorrowing 
and help the needy and make on- 
fort bags’ for the soldiers. 

“Some of the unfortunate deaf ones 
may not count as many blessings as I 
can, but we can all count what God has 
done for each one of us. Keep busy 
and don't fret! Fretting killed a cat 
or was it worry? 

Just now I was called into the kitch- 
en to roll ple crust thin because my arm 
is stronger than my daughter’s. There 
is something I can do in spite of deaf- 
ness! I go to town alone and if the 
crossing is crowded I ask some nice 
looking person to allow me to cross 
with her. You don’t know what sweet 
answers I get and how my arm is taken 
and I am led across. One woman with 
@ young baby pulled me back from dan- 
ger one day. I looked for her in the 
crowd, but before I could thank her she 
was gone. Yes, the deaf are objects of 
pity and kindness. 

“IT have found one appliance that 
helps my hearing: it ls ugly and looks 
like a dust pan, but all helps are cum- 
brous, and this one cannot be hung 
around the neck. I inclose the adver- 
tisement of the article to which I refer. 
1 hope I may have given some cheer to 
some one and I will sign myself, 

“ONE OF Tue,” 

if cheer hae not been Conveyed to the 
readers of this it must be because they 
sre deaf of spirit as well as of bodily 
hearing. Both this writer and the other 
correspondent are evidently determined 
to turn their clouds inside out and see 
the silver lining. The advice not to fret 
ls admirable. I believe the Gorrect form 
cf the old proverb is that care Killed a cat 

—but what is care but apetier form of 

worry and fretting? 

One of the details which impresses me 
much about the frst letter is that the 
writer was evidently hot in good health. 
Discomfort of any sort almost always 
show. itself in the spirits and one hardly 
expects as bright ah outlook from a deaf 
invalid as from one who is in good physi- 
eal condition exéept for deafness. If 
“ Millie” can view the world and ciréum- 
etances with courage, those who are no 
worse off than she in bodily plight should. 
surely show equal force and pluck. And 
it is a great thing to be able to pick out 
the advantages of the bituation and to be 
thankful that one has strength enough 
to roll out the ple crust even if the hearing 
is defective. 

A third letter differs a little fram the 
cthers, but sounds the same hote of optim- 
ism: 


“I am sorry for all the deaf people who, 
like myself, cannot hear the voices of 
those they love, the songs of the birds, 
the notes of music, and all the beautiful 
varieties of heavenly sounds that are 
given te those whose ears are good. But 
we wh: have been called the‘ barred out 
have one great advantage over those with 
perfect hearing. We lose a lot of ugly 
nolses. 


Wen I read in the papers of the per- 
sons who complain of the racket made by 
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the early milk egrts and — — 
banging of garbage cans on the ts 
by the scavengers, of the yelling of the 
truit hucksters and scissors grinders, and 
old efothes men, of the tooting of the auto- 
raobile horns, of the discords of the phono- 
graphs, and planolas in the adjoining 
houses, of the dreadful! notes emitted by 
the man on the next block who is learning 
to play the cornet, and the child across the 
street taking music lessons, of the yells 
of the boys playing in the vacant lot. I 
just hug myself with satisfaction. 

“ Do I have any of these annoyances? 
Not @ bit of it! A friend of mine whe 
lives opposite is kept awake until all 
hours by the pounding of a piano at an 
Open air motion picture show. I tuck 
myself into my little bed at any hour I 
choose, nestle down in my pillows, and 
go to sleep, confident that no noises 
from outside will disturb my peaceful 
slumbers! I grant that I, too, am both- 
ered by head noises and ringing in my 
ears, but I get used to those in a way 
and woulg probably not know what to 
do if they were stopped. You recollect 
the tale cf the woman whose husband 
enored so loud that after his death the 
only way she could get to sleep was by 
having some one grind a coffee mill in 
the room with her?

Made Money Making Marmalade. 

Dome of the women who are seeking 
means of self-support may be interested 
to hear of the following: I know a woman 
who was left unprovided for and with two 
children to care for and educate. She 
made a grapefruit marmalade which is 
easily prepared and is inexpensive. She 
put it up in pretty jars and sold it for 2 
centsa jar I give here the directions for 
making: 

Slice grapefruit thin, cover with cold 
water, and let it stand for twenty-four 
hours. Put it on and boil for fifteen min- 
tites. Weigh pound for pound of sugar 
and fruit, or it can be measured cup for 
cup. Be sure to measure both the fruit 
and the juice together. Put it back on

the fire and let it boil forty-five minutes 


more, which makes one hour inall. Two 
or three grapefruit made up at a time 
are better than a dozen, as when to much 
je made the marmalade is too dark. Itis 
delicious and beautiful. If each glass or 
jelly mold is sold for only 10 cents one 
could clear about 7 cents on each 8 
ounces, as one grapefruit will make four 
six ounce glaeses. 

“I hope you received the card correct- 
ing the recipe for hot milk sponge cake. 
I give ithere again: Beat two eggs until 
lemon colored; add one cup of sugar: beat 
well. Then mi in one cup of flour sifted 
once with one teaspoon of salt and one 
and a half level teaspoons of baking pow- 
der Mix tm then half « cup of hot milk, 
add one tablespoon of shortening, and 
flavor to taste.

Trade with Latin America. 
N EDITORIAL announcement on 
this page sets forth clearly, suc- 
cinctly and graphically the new plans 
made by the editor-in-chief of this 
magazine, and speaks for itself. 

As announced there, the first articles 
carrying out this new programme ap- 
pear in this issue of the magazine. The 
main purpose of this editorial is to call 
emphatic attention to these articles, 
which will be found comprehensive, 
luminous, informing and interesting. 
This is especially true of an article 
from the pen of Dr. J. Ziegner-Uriburu. 
This article calls attention to the op- 
portunities existing for international 
trade between all the Americas, the in- 
crease of these opportunities growing 
out of the war going on in Europe, and 
the conditions paramount to be fol- 
lowed by our manufacturers and ex- 
porters in order to make the most of 
these opportunities in building up trade 
between the various parts of the 
Americas. 

The writer of the article just referred 
to is exceptionally well qualified to 
speak of the matters under discussion. 
He is a native of Argentina, educated 
partly in Germany, finished in England, 
and has been a resident of the United 
States for some considerable time. He 
was largely instrumental in organizing, 
and is now the head ot the Latin- 
American department in that home 
educational institution, the University 
of Southern California. This we believe 
to be the first effort of the kind made in 


connection with any school of higher 


learning in the United States, and at 
this time the only one. 

There is much in Dr. Zi 
Uriburu’s article which will be familiar 
to old-time readers of this magazine. 
His ideas are directly in line with those 
reiterated again and again in articles in 
these pages during years past. The 
European war has created wonderful 
opportunities for trade between our 
country and the republics lying south 
of us. But it will require close and 
careful study on the part of American 
manufacturers and exporters to secure 
that trade. Conditions there are 
peculiar to a degree that makes it 
necessary to have an intimate knowl- 
edge of them as a whole, in order to ac- 
complish the purpose now in the minds 
of many American business men, These 
peculiarities extend to the character- 
istics of the people with whom this 
business is to be carried on. It will not 
be a walk-over for our business men. 
The war must close before many 
months longer, and then the old cus- 
tomers who have done business in 
Latin America for years will come 
back to renew the ties between them 
and those with whom they had been 
doing business in the past. 

As to the people of Latin America, 
they are a punctilious, ite people, 
who are unaccustomed to all fa- 
miliarity of an unseemly kind, and this 
is a peculiarity that must be reckoned 
with. No agent should be sent into 
Latin America to sell goods who is not 
first a gentleman, and secondly who has 
not an exact knowledge of the language 
of the people he is to visit: and with 
these qualifications he will be able 
to meet business men on an equal and 
agreeable footing.

that the average American thinks when 
he hears the term. One mentally pie- 
tures a gathering of white-haired old folk, 
swapping reminiscences of days long past, 
when pioneers are mentioned. Behold in 
Los Angeles a new and distinct type of the 
Species! 

Keen, vigorous business men, bankers, 
builders and manufacturers, still in the 
prime of life, some of them young men even, 
are numbered among the honored pioneers 
of this strong, virile young land of the Pa- 
cific Southwest, Nor is it any reflection on 
the graybeards who came here before the 
Tailroads that these younger men who were 
unborn when the graybeards first set foot 
in the old pueblo of Los Angeles should, 
like themselves, be called pioneers. Here 
is an apparent paradox, but it is only ap- 
parent. 

There are two Southern Californias and 
two Los Angeles towns for the historian who 
is at al] thoughtful and partial to facts. 
There is the vast dry land, with its Mexican 
village, that an older generation found and 
transformed, and there is the garden empire 
and its metropolis that have been built in 
a decade and a half upon the foundations 
they laid. Each is distinct, with a history 
of its own; and each has its pioneers. 

The world knew only dimly of the 
changes going on in this corner of America 
until 1900. Southern California was a sec- 
tion with an unusually fine climate, a place 
everybody wanted to visit sooner or later, 
and Los Angeles was a large town, where 
the populace rented furnished rooms to tour- 
ists. Enough real settlers were constantly 
discovering the possibilities of the region, of 
course, to keep a steady stream of immigra- 
tion coming this way; but there was nothing 
like a wide heralding of anything save the 
Then came the Federal census of 
1900, and all was changed, Los Angeles, 
the overgrown tourist town, had popped up 


T HE hardy settler following an ox-cart 


in the leading city class among the proud 


centers of population, boasting 100,000 or 
more inhabitants. 

Naturally this growth had not been over- 
night, but it might as well have been as far 
as the astonished nation was concerned. In- 
stantly Los Angeles became a municipal 
personage, so to speak, in the national eye. 
From 1900-may be said to date the modern 
city of today. Truly the place was never 
the same thereafter. New blöod surged in; 
old pulses were quickened. A city of sky- 
scrapers, a new city; a different kind of 
city, sprang into being. 

Pioneers of a new type, men in tailored 
clothes, men sitting at desks, men with all 
the courage, vision and initiative of the ac- 
cepted types themselves, sprang to the 
plow. City-makers, builders in steel and 
stone, they wrought with zeal and activity. 
Nor has ever rugged, old-fashioned pioneer 
worked so great a transformation in a life- 
time out of the primitive itself as has been 
wrought by these modern pioneers who have 
changed the Los Angeles of the latter part 
of the Nineteenth Century into the Los An- 
geles of 1916. 

Los Angeles has eclipsed all records for 
growth since it broke into the 100,000 class. 
It took her just fifteen years from that date 
to get into the highly-exclusive 500,000 
class. Chicago was from 1860 to 1880 doing 
the same thing, and Chicago had the palm 
for rapid advancement until Los Angeles 
came along. The whole country marveled 
when the Federal census of 1910 gave Los 
Angeles a population of 319,000; but no one 
would probably seriously question the city’s 
to between 550,000 and

The statistics of Los Angeles’ growth 
baffle, even as the kaleidoscopic changes in 
its skyline bewilder, the imagination. The 
sensational record of construction opera- 
tions gives an insight into the world-beating 
materia] achlevements of the city since it 
gave up the swaddling clothes of its tourist- 


mits have been issued for new structures of 
all kinds, these improvements representing 
a grand total investment of close to $300,- 
000,000 for the bare buildings. Los Angeles, 
the billion-dollar eity, ig at last a reality, if 
the uniform assessment of the city and 
county assessors’ offices for the current 
year, the total assessed valuation of 
property within the municipality being this 
year fixed at around $490,000,000 on the cus- 
tomary basis of 50 per cent. of the actual 
valuation. An equal amount is assigned to 
the county outside the city limits.

TOURING ON ASPHALT. 

In developing the productive possibilities of 
the rich empire which stretches from the 
Tehachepi southward to the Mexican line, 
Southern Californians have had the good 
sense not to overlook the tremendous in- 
fluence of climate and scenic charm in draw- 
ing population. They have remembered that 
the Southland was a playground before it 
was anything else. The dollar-and-cent pos- 
sibilities of the venture were frankly in 
their minds, therefore, when they set out 
to build the matchless systems of paved 
highways that now form a network covering 
the section, 

By opening up to the tourist a wondrous 
vista of rugged mountains, wooded foot- 
hills and canyons, seashore and cultivated 
valleys, they have made this region the 
mecca and paradise of automobile owners 
far and near. Beginning decades after 
some of the older eastern sections had 
started scientific highway systems, Southern 
California has outstripped them all. Los 
Angeles county, with 500 miles of good 
roads, now leads not only all other counties 
in the section, but In the United States as 
well, in its mileage of paved roadway. 

The State of California voted during the 
Gillett administration a bond issue of 
$18,000,000 for two great trunk lines to ex- 
tend from Oregon to the Mexican boundary, 
one down the coast and the other through 
the interior. This huge sum has now been 
expended, and the people are to be asked to 
vote still another bond issue of $15,000,000 
to complete unfinished portions of the orig- 
inal magnificent plan and to extend the sys- 
tem into other parts of the commonwealth. 
The call is justified by the conditions. 


III. 
PORT OF LOS ANGELES. 

The port of Los Angeles, even in its pres- 
ent unfinished state one of the foremost of 
several magnificent artificial harbors of the 
globe, was in 1900 only a dream in the 
minds of far-seeing men. It is true that 
there was a free harbor at San Pedro, estab- 
lished after a hard, uphill fight with private 
and corporate interests, but the mighty port 
of entry that now lies in back of the gov- 
ernment breakwater, and inland in the chan- 
nels and basins of Wilmington, is essentially 
a development of modern Los Angeles, 

The money and effort required for the de- 
velopment of the Los Angeles outer and in- 
ner harbors, since San Pedro and Wilming- 
ton were taken into the municipal fold, 
would have discouraged a city of less clear 
vision and discernment than Los Angeles. 
The people of Los Angeles saw their oppor- 
tunity to get a place in the sun in the world 
of commerce by scooping a port out of the 
shallows and marshes, and, with such help 
as could be secured from the Federal gov- 
ernment, set resolutely about doing it. 
Their ambition was nothing less than to be 
able to compete with the great natural har- 
bors of the Coast, and that ambition has 
been realized. 

With the channels, basins, wharves and 
warehouses completed and those now being 
provided, Los Angeles will be enabled to 
take full advantage of the avalanche of 
ocean trade that will be unloosed through 
the Panama Cana] when the war has ceased 
and the ships of all nations have been re- 
stored to their legitimate commercial uses. 
Its nearness to the canal, by comparison 
with San Francisco and Seattle, gives Los 
Angeles peculiar advantages over both as a 
port of entry for interoceanic commerce. 


V. 
THE EXPANDING CITY. 

Though mere territorial expansion is not 
everything, it is pertinent as well as import- 
ant to trace its course and outcome in the 
prevent striking case. 

Even as the growth of Los Angeles in 


vided into two distinct epochs, so may its 
expansion territorially be likewise broadly 
classified, The first era of expansion began 
with the pueblo and lasted down through the 
beginnings of the city’s modern develop- 
ment, and the liveliest days of its progress, 
almost to the present time, The second 
began only a little over a year ago, when 
the people decreed at the polis that annex- 
ation should from that time forth be a neces- 
sary step toward the securing by any and 
all outside territory of the surplus water 
from the aqueduct in which the taxpayers 
of Los Angeles had invested some 
$30,000,000. 

Up to the time of this momentous and 
highly-practical decision the areas added to 
the city had almost all come into the 
municipal fold as the result of the nat- 
ural spreading of development and popula- 
tion. The exception was the annexation of 
the “shoestring strip” and harbor district, 
which was a deliberate reaching out for ter- 
ritory needed in the port plans. The new 
policy of taking in farming suburbs and sell- 
ing them surplus water for irrigation has 
already resulted in a territorial growth ex- 
ceeding that of the city’s entire previous 
history. 7 

Los Angeles originally comprised Span 
grant lands measuring a league each way 
from the old Plaza church, amounting to 
about thirty-six square miles. The first addi- 
tion was made in 1869 and contained about 
700 acres. Highland Park, large areas to 
the west and south, the University and Gar- 
vanza districts had come in by 1900. The 
harbor section was annexed in 1909, and 
within another year Colegrove and Holly- 
wood had come in, bringing the total area 
of the city up to ninety-seven square miles. 
On June 7 of the present year, when West- 
gate and Occidental were voted in, Los An- 
geles became in area the biggest city on the 
continent, boasting 337.92 square miles—over 
twenty square miles In excess of the terri- 
tory compriséd within Greater New York. 

The first outside region to join the mu- 
nicipality under the city’s fair terms to 
those seeking the use of the Owens River 
water for irrigation purposes was the San 
Fernando Valley. This great agricultural 
and horticultural suburb had already, and 
without water resources other than those 
developed within its own confines, become 
one of the garden spots of Southern Califor- 
nia before the voters of Los Angeles de- 
cided in May, 1915, that it should, upon 
building its own distributing system, be per- 
mitted to purchase the aqueduct water sur- 
plus; for that is what the annexation of the 
valley really meant. That distributing sys- 
tem is now under construction, with thous- 
ands upon thousands of acres of fertile soil 
already under temporary ditches in areas 
where the pipe lines are not completed. 

The San Fernando Valley, with its produc- 
ing farms, its wonderful flower-lined boule- 
vards, its splendid public schools and its 
ideal community life, is easily one of the 
greatest territorial acquisitions ever made 
by Los Angeles. A spreading area of 47,500 
acres, long occupied almost exclusively for 
grain farming alone, was bought, subdivided 
into farms and lots, settled, populated, and 
made the place of modern homes, where 
none existed before. Among other truly 
great results in the domain of agricultural 
production, the valley has in 1916 more 
than 18,000 acres in sugar beets. The year’s 
yield, according to the figures. available, 
will average between ten and eleven tons 
to the acre, making a gross tonnage for the 
valley of roughly 180,000 tons. From the 
average ton of beets the refiners get about 
400 pounds of refined sugar, experts figur- 
ing the total net refined sugar production 
at a trifle over one-fifth of the total beet 
tonnage. This would make the San Fer- 
nando Valley's production of refined sugar 
for the current year about 36,000 tons. At 
the present price of sugar the net yield 
per ton of beets is around $29. With this 
as a basis for computation, it is estimated 
that the money value of the refined sugar 
produced from the San Fernando Valley 
beet fields, in other words, within the lim- 
its of the city of Los Angeles, in 1916, will 
be considerably in excess of $5,000,000.

When one considers how few centuries it 
is since Christopher Columbus, sailing under 
the patronage of Los Reyes Catolicos of 
Spain, traversed an unknown ocean and 
found a new world, and then when we con- 
template the development that has gone on 
here all the way from the Arctic Ocean to 
Patagonia, he looks upon a period of history 
and a region of the world where more has 


been done in every way than was ever ac- 


complished in any equal time since the 
human race came upon the earth. Of course 
great material development Las gone on.

Policing Us. 


And while the parents and teachers are 
reforming the children, the police are busy 
reforming the parents and teachers.

FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
F AIRBANKS (Alaska.) — I have just re- 


turned from an automobile trip through 

some of the rich farming lands of the 
Tanana Valley. This part of Alaska has the 
largest body of good soil in the Territory, 
and the government is expecting an inva- 
sion of homesteaders as soon as the railroad 
from Seward to Fairbanks is completed.

banks and also the blue mountains, far off in 
the distance. On a bright day Mt. Me

The experiment station has now from 
eighty to 100 acres under cultivation, and 
forty acres more are being cleared along the 
roadside. As we rode by we could see men 
cutting the trees and burning the brush. A 
little farther on we came to grain fields, not 
little patches, but flelds that would be large 
on any farm in Virginia. We passed tracts 
of oats ready for reaping, and rode through 
barley which was four or more feet in 
height. Above these on the hillsides were 


tion. The home of the farmer is a one 
story cottage surrounded by beautiful 
flowers. At one side of it is a great bed 
of pansies, and in the front yard are more 
pansies, in patterns of intricate design. 
About the porch sweet peas have climbed to 
the height of your head, and the blossoms 
have a color and freshness not found in the 
sweet peas in the States. This is so of all 
the flowers of Alaska. The growth is 80 
rapid, they seem to have been born overnight 
and that in the rain. 

Near the cottage is a hothouse where to- 
matoes and cucumbers are grown, and across 
the way are barns and outhouses wheré 
grain hay is stored for the winter. There is 
also a root cellar in the side of a hill not far 
from the barn. This is a cave about sixty- 
five feet in length and so lined with board 
that it is clean and dry the year round. It 


Much of the land is in what is known as the 
Tanana bottom. It comprises a tract about 
200 miles long and, in places, seventy miles 
wide. Altogether it is about as big as the 
State of New Jersey, and its cultivable coun- 
try is one-fifth as large as the State of Ohio. 
My journey today wis through a rolling re 
gion as beautiful as the Pennsylvania foot- 
hills of the Alleghenies. The land rises from 
the river and gently slopes to the mountains, 
which are far off in the distance. 

As we rode up the valley it was difficult 
to realize that we were on the border of 
Arctic Alaska. The thermometer was at 90 
deg. in the shade. There was no snow on 
the tops of the mountains, and the hills and 
valleys were covered with green. At times 
we passed through plains spotted with wild 
flowers. There were beds of buttercups as 
yellow as gold, and daisies as pink as the 
cheeks of a baby. In some places the ground 
was covered with blueberry bushes, the fruit 
as large as cherries and loaded with juice. 
Now we passed through forests of birch, 
spruce and cottonwood. Some of the trees 
were two feet in diameter. Where the woods 
bad been cut or burned away there were 
vast expanses of flaming pink flowers as 
hich as the wheels of the car, and every- 
where the roadside was hedged with green 
grass and red-top that reached to the hubs. 
Now and then we went over corduroy, our 
automobile bouncing high under the fast 
driving of the Jehu of this northern frontier.

We passed many small farms cut out of 
the woods, with oat hay and potatoes in blos- 
dom We saw cattle grazing, and by and by 
came to the experiment farm which the gov- 
ernment has established in the heart of the 
Tanana Valley, about four miles from Fair- 
banks. The farm is beautifully located. It 
consists of 1280 acres of gently sloping hill- 
sides and bottom land, sloping at one side 
to a wide stream and rolling thence on up 
and over a low range of hills.

On the crest of the 
hills were the farm buildings with buck- 
wheat in front, and a potato patch of five or 
six acres between it and the oat fields we 
first passed.

Potatoes grow well in this part of Alaska. 
Two hundred bushels per acre is not uncom- 
mon, and the country is now raising about 
al} that is needed for the towns and the 
camps. A year or so ago the station sold 
the yield of five acres for $3500, and it has 
records of three acres which have produced 
a value of from $500 to $600 per acre for 
years in succession. Potatoes are sold by 
the pound. They bring from 6 to 9 cents, ac- 
cording to season. Some claim the tubers 
lack the mealiness of those of the Rocky 
Mountains. Those I have had, have been 
dry and delicious. 

spent some time at the experiment sta- 
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will hold hundreds of tons and is used for 
storing the potatoes and other root crops. 
The potates are put into the cellar as soon 
as they are dug, which is some time in 
August, and they will keep there for more 
than a year. Just opposite the root cellar 
and a little below it is a large turnip patch. 
I climbed the fence and pulled up a turnip. 
It was eight inches thick, and by actual 
measurement the leaves were seventeen 
inches long. 

During my stay I talked with the superin- 
tendent. His name is J. W. Neal: He comes 
here from the Agricultural Department at 
Washington. He tells me he has about 100 
acres under cultivation, almost all of which 
is in grain of various kinds. He is clearing 
more land and extending the farm. I asked 
him as to the cost of clearing. Mr. Neal re- 
plied: 

“It cannot be done for less than $100 per 
acre, and some tracts will cost more. The 
trees have to be cut, the roots gotten out, 
and the ground and trees must be burned 
over in order to kill out the moss.

farm is one of the show places of Alaska. 
The ground is as flat as a floor, and as green 
as the Valley of the Nile. He is now cutting 
Oat hay, of which he has many acres. He 
has also great fields of barley and potatoes, 
the latter now in full blossom. 


The Rickert farm does a large business in 
trucking and hothouse farming, supplying a 
great part of Fairbanks and shipping vege- 
tables to the towns and mining camps for 
miles around. It sends green stuff to Hot 
Springs and Fort Gibbon, and also to the 
gold mines of the Iditarod and Ruby. The 
freight rate to Ruby is $32 a ton. * 

The gardens of this farm cover twenty or 
thirty acres. As we walked through them 
I asked as to the crops, and was told that 
there are now in the ground 29,000 cab- 
bages, 30,000 stalks of celery and some acres 
of head lettuce. The celery is especially 
fine, growing to a height of four feet. Some 
of it was sent to Montana a few years ago 
to show what Alaska could do, and Presi- 
dent Taft sampled it during his trip through 
that State. He declared it the finest he had 
ever tasted. Mr. Rickert expects to harvest 
this year about twenty-five tons of turnips, 
five tons of beets and thirty tons of cab- 
bages. As we went through one of the 
fields I pulled up a cabbage and put it on 
the scales in the greenhouse. It weighed 
twenty-six pounds. Others weigh more. 
Cabbages are now worth 8 cents a pound, 
and caulifiowers are selling at from 25 to 
26 cents a pound. Some of the crop is sold 
when it is taken out of the ground. The 
rest is stored away in the cellar and mar- 
keted during the winter. 

The hothouses are one of the most im- 
-portant parts of this farm. There are sev- 
eral, each devoted to a different crop. There 
is one 120 feet long that grows melons 
only, including watermelons, casabas and 
cantaloupes. The vines are trained upon 
wires running along under the glass, and 
from the beds up to the roof. From these 
wires the melons hang down, the heavier 
ones being supported by rags as though in 


another is devoted to raising green peppers 
such as are used for pickles and salads, and 
to be eaten with stuffing. 

Unique Seasonal Conditions. 


During my stay in the Tanana Valley I 
have asked the farmers and agricultural ex- 
perts some questions as to the farming con- 
ditions. They are altogether different from 
those of most parts of the United States 
proper. Fairbanks is more than 100 miles 
south of the Arctic Circle, and the grow- 
ing season is short, ranging from three to 
four months, and extending in favorable sea- 
sons perhaps a half month longer. The last 
spring frosts occur about the middle of May, 
and frosts begin again during the latter part 
of August or first of September. There is 
really no darkness in midsummer, and the 
long sunlight adds to the growth of the 
crop. June, July and August are warm, the 
thermometer sometimes going to 96 deg. 

The winters are cold, in the Tanana Val- 
ley the mean temperature in January being 
about 20 deg. below zero. The _ ther- 
mometer ranges from the freezing point to 
60 or 70 deg. below zero during December, 
January and February. After the freeze-up, 
which begins about the last of October, 
there is steady cold weather from then until 
May. The ground is frozen as hard as a 
rock: quiet bodies of water become ice to 
a depth of six feet; and there is from three 
to six feet of ice on the lakes and the 
streams. The Yukon has three or four 
feet of ice. The streams-are then the sled 
roads; and travel is easier than in the sum- 
mer. The ice and snow begin to melt in 
April and early May. The small streams 
flow into the larger ones, raising the ice 
sheet so that it is torn away from the 
shore. It breaks into pieces and starts on 
its way to the sea, the cakes of ice grinding 
against one another and piling up in great 
masses. As they go on they carry every 
movable thing in their path. This move- 
ment lasts for a week or so, when the 
streams clear, and the boats start out from 
their winter quarters. 


-— 


The Tanana Valley is a land of %tcanty 
rainfall. Heavy showers are alm ot un- 
known. It drizzies often in sum, and 


much of the rain ts during the gro Mm sea 


son. The yearly average is abevt ten or 
twelve inches of water, including the snow 
of the winter. Added to the m-Asture from 
the skies is that from the strata of per 
petual ice, which is found frota eight inches 


to a yard below the surface of the ground. 
When the land is cultivated, this gradually 
melts, making the soll deeper and deeper 
from year to year, until at last the ice has 
no effect on the crops. 

The soil is fairly fertile. Some of that 
about Fairbanks grows 200 bushels of po- 
tatoes per acre without manuré. When the 
woods are cus down the native red-top 
springs up. There is pasture everywhere in 
the summer. The best lands are the gently 
sloping hills, composed of fine silt, sand and 
gravel. The most of the soil is sandy. The 
very best is the Fairbanks silt loam, of 
which there are altogether a half million 
acres in the Tanana Valley. 

I close this letter by warning the would- 
be settler that cutting a farm from the 
forest and dragging it out of the ice is no 
baby job. It is better suited to men of. 
from twenty to thirty than those over 
sixty. The first year or so will be full of 
hard work, and the homesteader should 
bring along enough money to keep himself 
and his family during that time. Practically 
all the land needs clearing. A cabin will 
have to be built, and a garden patch cut out 
of the woods. A log barn will be needed; 
and, if possible, a hothouse should be 
erected. The most of the work will have to 
be done by the farmer and his farily. 
Wages are high. A common hand gets $5 or 
$6 a day, and board, or, if hired right along, 
from $100 to $150 a month. Mr. Rickert 
pays his “lady cook” $75 a month and her 
board. A servant who does general house- 
work will want $10 or $12 a week, and 
women who come in to help on wash days 
and sweeping days will charge from 50 cents 
to 75 cents an hour. These are the wages 
in Fairbanks. The result is that most of 
the women do their own work, hiring help 


only for the heaviest kinds of labor.

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CALIFORNIA’S FIRST CROP OF COTTON, | 


A Romantic Tragedy. By Edward A. Morphy. 


F YOU study the official data on the sub- 

ject, you will find that the California 

cotton industry is but seven years old, 
that the first bale was ginned in 1909, in the 
Imperial Valley, and that the cotton output 
of the State for the current year will prob- 
ably exceed 100,000 bales. 

Imperial Valley claims the pioneer crop, 
and—commercially speaking—Imperial Val- 
ley is quite right in doing so. 

As a matter of fact, however, the first 
California cotton crop was raised in the 
Kern Valley, some forty years ago. It never 
was picked, ginned or baled; and the history 
of that failure is a romantic tragedy. 

For reasons that need not here be stated, 
the published chronicles of Kern county 
gloss over the titanic struggles which lent 
contemporaneous interest to the develop- 
ment of those great irrigation schemes 
which eventually brought agricultural pros- 
perity to the region. 

There are men living, nevertheless, who 
will recall the disputes which ensued upon 
the earlier efforts of Messrs. Haggin, Tevis 
& Fisher to divert into alien channels the 
life-giving waters of the Kern River. Those 
disputes were no paltry little hole and cor- 
ner affairs, with clubs or six-shooters. Serv- 
iceable armies of men, with Remingtons 
and Winchesters, were installed on the spot 
by the riva! interests, and odd little clusters 
of split redwood headstones cropped up like 
mushrooms along the river bank to mark 
the places where these armies met, and en- 
gaced each other, and left their dead. 

Haggin, the head of the firm, was J. B.

Trench Men’s Dreams. 


STUPEFYING EFFECT OF EXPLODING 
SHELLS is EXCESSIVE COMA. 
{Springfield Republican:] Wounds that 
the soldiers suffer only mentally; “trench 
dreams” that bring an imaginary enemy 
tearing down upon them; stupors, crouch- 
ings, starings, tremblings and nights of 
sleeplessness that follow in the path of all 
these things are taking as great a toll from 
the European armies as shot and shell. 
More and more, every day, the scientists 
point out, it is becoming apparent that the 


> nation of the strongest nerves is going to 


win this war, for in increasing numbers are 
soldiers being taken from the ranks who 
have neither a scratch nor a hurt, but who 
are incapacitated for action because their 
nerves have broken down in one or more of 
dozens of possible ways. 

That the horrors of trench warfare, with 
its sudden alarms at night, the bursting of 
shells and the burying of men by mine ex- 
plosions have a lasting effect on the men 
who underzo them, is the conclusion 
reached by Dr. K Murray Auer of Phila

delphia, who for some time was attached 
to-the twenty-second general hospital of the 
British expeditionary force, “somewhere in 
France.” In a paper which was read re- 
cently before the Philadelphia Neurologists’ 
society, Dr. Auer gives the results of his 
observations. 

In practically all of the cases which were 
observed by Dr. Auer, the soldiers received 
no appreciable physical injury, the effect 
being purely mental. One such instance 
cited by the physician was found in a boy, 
'19 years old. This boy had been three days 
under a sustained and heavy shell fire. At 
the end of that time he was threatened by 
his sergeant with courtmartial for sleeping 
while on sentry duty. This led to an ex- 
amination and the sending of the boy to the 
hospital. He was in a stupor for ten days. 
The same was true of another soldier who 
had seen his chum blown to pieces. 

During the time of their coma, which in 
some cases lasted more than a week, the 
soldiers gave the impression that they again 
were living through the experiences which 
had caused the stupor to come on. This 
was evidenced by their terrified expressions. 
They crouched, started and stared wildly 
when spoken to. One such man rose from 
his bed in the middle of the night and re- 


cited in a one sided conversation his experi- gun and pointing it at his enemies.

plosion, and then relapsed into his stuporous 
state. 

Another result of the shock, according to 
Dr. Auer’s observations, is a continued shak- 
ing of the entire body, accompanied by 
various pains and unusually severe head- 
aches. In some cases this shaking has been 
observed to last several days, and even 
weeks, although in most instances its dura- 
tion is of a few hours. In one instance this 
trembling came after a soldier had twice 
been buried in a mine explosion, had been 
through a charge and under heavy bombard- 
ment in a trench and finally was hit by a 
piece of rock, which while not injuring him, 
knocked him down.

This has been despite the fact that from 
time immemorial he ha: been useful to 
man, possibly domesticated as early as was 
the dog. He is mentioned in Genesis and 
Deuteronomy. in the Book of Samuel is 
note of a man whose possessions were 
great, for “he had a thousand goats.’ In 
Chronicies it is told that the Arabians as 
tribute brought Jehoshaphat 7700 rams and 
7700 he-goats. The Egyptians reared goats 
4000 years ago, as shown by stone-cut pic-

tographs. Inflated goatskins served to float 
the rafts on Mesopotamian rivers when 
Nineveh and Babylon flourished. Virgil 


wrote an ode to goats. 

Yet, however valuable he was in furnish- 
ing food and clothing to man, the goat 
Once was considered not exactly respec- 
table. There is Hebraic separation of the 
blessed and damned into “sheep” and 
“goats.” Very ancient, yet still known in 
Latin countries, is the scapegoat, driven 
away or killed after being loaded with the 
sins of a repentant one. In Mexico, to ap- 
ply any form of the word “goat” to hu- 
manity is gravest insult. Goat-footed was 
Pan, the piping god of woodland and flocks, 
and so is the Devil, of more modern mythol- 
ogy. At the best, the goat may have been 
considered frivolous, despite the gravity of 
his beard, for our word “caper” comes 
direct from the Latin “capra,” meaning 
goat; also the word “capricious.” 

Herein, however, there was intention to 
refer only to the modern and refined goat, 
now assuming aristocratic place among the 
beasts of the field. 
passe. In his place has come the Angora, 
provider of both raiment and food. The 
breed comes from Asia Minor, around the 
vilayet of Angora. It is absolutely distinct 
from the ordinary type, though interbreed- 
ing is possible, and, at times, has served 
to strengthen the stock at the expense of 
the fleece. Somewhat similar is the Cash- 
mere, a somewhat smaller goat, from 
whose fleeces are made the shawls of the 
famous Himalayan Valley. 

As a gift from the Sultan of Turkey, the 
first Angoras, nine in number, are under- 
stood to have come to the United States in 
1849. Credited with the first Angora im- 
portations, also, are Dr. . B. Davis of South 
Carolina and Richard Peters of Atlanta, 
Ga. In 1881 the Turkish government pro- 
hibited exportation of Angoras. Yet the 
stock, some of it of no very pure strain, 
continued to be received in South Africa and 
the United States till these parts of the 
world were well stocked. 

It is believed the first Angoras on the 
Pacific Coast were brought overland by 
William M. Landrum of Watsonville, Cal., 
later of Texas. Twenty-six animals, mainly 
bucks, were brought to California from 
South Africa in 1894-1895, apparently before 
enactment of a South African law prohibH- 
ing exportation or placing a prohibitive tax 
on exports. The first American Angoras 
were crossed largely witn the common goat. 
Thus size and hardiness were secured, but 
years of careful breeding have been neces- 
sary to bring the fleeces back to the desired 
quality and weight. As early as 1909 un 
the United States were 1,000,000 goats of 
enough Angora blood to make shearing 
profitable. 

“Mohair,” the trade name for the fleece 
of the Angora, carries over into the cloth 
trade, after manufacture. The material has 
a pleasing luster of its own, and is especial- 
ly suitable for women’s wear. Rarely or 


mever does it appear to be combined with 


wool or used in plare of wool. The word

In addition to the making of dress goods, 
mohair is used for automobile tops, coat 
linings, men’s summer suits, braids, rugs,

even for false human hair, after being care- 
fuly dyed. For such uses, extra lengths 
of mohair sell from $5 to $20 a pound, ac- 
cording to length and quality. The best 
fleeces come from kids, young mothers and 
does, the older animals producing a coarser 
quality, with less luster and curling qualli- 
les.

Skins (pelts,) with fleece attached, are 
Balable at from $5 to $10 each, to be made 
into carriage robes of very attractive sort, 
as well as into muffs and “fur” trimmings. 

According to a report received from Sec- 
retary J. E. McCarthy of the National Mohair 
Growers’ Association, prices for mohair 
vary greatly, ranging downward from 65 
cents. Prices in Texas are better than in 
Arizona, where current sales run from 38 
to 42 cents, with almost no separation of 
grades. A Texas estimate, probably strik- 
ing an average for the entire country, is 
from six to nine pounds of fleece a year, in 
two clippings, from grown does and mut- 
tons, the bucks running from seven to six- 
teen pounds. 

Official data at hand give the average 
scouring value of mohair at 85 per cent. 
Yet the Angora is a cleanly animal, its 
fleeces in several southwestern flocks 
visited scouring without even 5 per cent. 
of dirt or grease. In the mohair trade is a 
curious feature that surely will be cor- 
rected in the future. While mohair goods 
sell even higher than woolens, the mohair 
grower gets less for his product than does 
the sheepman. Good Arizona merino grade 
wool is notably heavy with grease, burs 
and dirt, and when bought on the range 
at 20 cents, is said to cost in the East, 
after scouring, at least 62 cents; this com- 


the ground. In the Northwest, growers 
have reported an annual shearing of twenty- 
one and one-half pounds from a single buck. 


Fleece forty-one inches long was measured 


on a forty-three-month-old Oregon buck in 
Southeastern Arizona. One beautiful Oregon 
fleece at hand, silky and lustrous, is seven- 
teen inches long. “A fleece more golden than 
that which adventurous Jason on his Argo 
bore, from the lulled dragon and the Col- 
chian shore.” 

An old authority declared that, in Asia 
Minor, the best mohair was that from goats 
fed on fir; the next best from goats fed on 
oak, arbutus, etc. This dictum is given for 
what it is worth. 

The enormous weights sometimes at- 
tained after one and even two years’ growth 
of fleece, are of course exceptional; the 
lower averages are good enough to justify 
the industry. 

Angora increase on thé open range hard- 
ly keeps pace with that of sheep, which in 
ewe bands often show 125 per cent. of 
spring gain. Usually ewe kids are 5 per 
cent. in majority. Care must be taken of 
the kids, which at first are delicate, while 
the mothers are sometimes a bit careless. 
Practically no disease is known among the 
goats. Though there is no scab, dipping 
after shearing is advised, to eradicate a 
peculiar louse, known to science as Tricho 
dectes Limbatus.

Just why this discrimination 
has not been explained satisfactorily. The 
trend of the market is upward, however. 
Mohair goods have become fashionable, and 
the Turkish sources of supply, whence have 
come the most esteemed fleeces in the 
English market, have been cut off by the 
war, while the flocks themselves have suf- 
fered. 

Much of the “mutton” sold on the block 
nowadays really is goat meat, ordinarily 
of inferior quality. Angora wethers, how- 
ever, are considered superior to even the 
best mutton. Angora meat usually is sold 
as “lamb,” with full satisfaction to the pur- 
chaser. Fat goat wethers, averaging 100 
pounds on foot, have been selling in Kansas 
City from 5 to 6% cents a pound. 

Especially strong foothold has been se- 
cured by the Angora in the Southwest. The 
first band was taken into Northern Arizona 
thirty years ago by John Simmons, from the 
Van Doren flocks of Western New Mexico. 
Then the fleeces averaged only two pounds 
a year, increased now to about six pounds. 
Arizona growers seem rather of the opinion 
they are approaching a practical limit in 
breeding, considering the conditions of their 
range. By inbreeding there might be had 
a finer fleece, but with less weight and at 
the expense of hardiness in the stock. 


Shearing in the South generally is twice a 


year, despite somewhat better prices re- 
ceived for longer fleeces. The fleece is 
considered a bit heavy to carry the year 
around and there is some added loss in the 
brush. 

One Arizona grower left a prize buck un- 
shorn for three years. The fleece then 
weighed thirty-two pounds, measuring up to 
forty-six inches in length and dragging on 


Year by year, there is betterment of the 
Angora industry of the nation. It is true 
there are many large bands with owners 
who prefer to let reckless Nature take its 
course, and where the trend is downward. 
But upward is the pathway of the members 
of the National Mohair Growers’ Associa- 
tion, which has its headquarters at Bluff 
Dale, Tex., with executive committee mem- 
bers in Oregon, California, Arizona, New 
Mexico, Kansas and Texas. At least one 
publication is devoted to the industry. The 
organization not only stands for breeding 
improvement, but protects, the interest of 
the grower in marketing. 

Naturally, there has been deep study 
over betterments. According to one grower: 
“Grading has been practiced for half a 
century, and often with good results in 
ameliorating the fleece of the common 
white, short-haired doe. In brief, this proj- 
ect is based on the practice of crossing 
pure Angora bucks, persistently and system- 
atically, on the common, almost hairless 
female, and thereby producing a mohair- 
bearing animal after the fourth or fifth gen- 
eration. The practice is defensible and even 
commendable, when the object is strictly 
for the purpose of creating a mohair-pro- 
ducing anima! through the cross described, 
but the method is never to be resorted to,

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The Western Sea. 
Y THE “Western Sea” in this magazine 
B is plainly meant the Pacific Ocean, and 


that is the largest of all the seven 
Seas by many leagues in length and just as 
many in breadth. In the immediate past 
the Atlantic has been the great sea on 
which the commerce of the world has been 
earried on. In ancient times most of the 
commerce of the world centered around 
the shores of the Mediterranean. And 80 
we can go back in thought to times when 
commerce was carried on only on the rivers 
of Asia and Europe. 

As the commerce on rivers was changed 
to that in the Mediterranean it expanded 
wonderfully. Then came the discovery of 
the Americas, the colonizing of them and 
the building up of an immense trade be- 
tween the mother countries and these colo- 
nies. Just as the trade carried on on the 
Mediterranean between Northern Africa and 
Western Asia and Europe was greater than 
that carried on along the Euphrates and 
the Nile was increased in volume, so the 
commerce of the modern world is to that of 
the ancient one about as the Mediterranean 
Sea is to the Atlantic Ocean, volume com- 
pared with area. | 

The commerce on the western sea, or the 
Pacific Ocean, is growing now apace, and 
will grow until it shall have eclipsed that 
of the Atlantic just as that ocean's com- 
merce surpassed that of the Mediterranean 
Sea. Commerce goes with population, and 
the population around the Pacific Ocean 
fis now vastly greater than that of Europe. 
The Americas lying south of us known as 
Latin America have a population of close 
to 1°0,000,000. The United States counts 
fully 100,000,000, and with Canada added, 
the population of the Americas is now much 
more than 200,000,000. And this population 
fis growing amazingly with each passing 
year. The Latin-American countries have 
been growing rapidly, but this growth has 
been checked a little by the war. They 
are looking there for an immense influx 
of new blood when peace shall have been 
established in Europe. The growth by im- 
migration to the United States surpasses 
an average of 1,000,000 a year. As the 
years pass these 200,000,000 will increase 
to 300,000,000, to 600,000,000, and on to 
1,000,000,000, until the western heml- 
sphere will contain the bulk of the popula- 
tion of the world. 

On the other side of the Pacific Ocean 
there are already nearly 1,000,000,000 peo 
ple along the littoral from Bering Strait to 
the Straits Settlements, and reaching back 
to the western confines of China. 

The growth of the commerce of this Pa- 
eific Ocean Is indicated by the size of the 
steamers that ply her great waters. In com- 
parison to the little boats that paddled 
down the Euphrates or the Nile, with the 
triremes and quinquiremes that carried 
wheat from Northern Africa to feed the 
Romans, the ships increased their carrying 
capacities amazingly in the big steamers 
that now ply the waters of the Atlantic. But 
even these are small compared with the 
great leviathons of the Pacific. 


Westward the Star of Empire. 

T WAS a profoundly philosophic remark 

that Bishop Berkeley made in his famous 
line, “Westward the star of empire takes its 
way.” So it has been from the dawn of 
history. Every migration of men has been 
largely from the East toward the West ever 
since men inhabited this globe of ours. The 
empire of the world is moving rapidly to 
ward the western hemisphere in accord- 
ance with this law apparently established 
by nature. It is but about four centuries 
since civilization first was planted on these 
western shores, and never in the history of 
humanity has there been such progress 
made as in the Americas during these four 
centtiries. Not only in material things but 
in every other effort of human energy the 
western hemisphere is surpassing the Old 
World rapidly. We have dug the Panama 
Canal, the greatest material undertaking 
ever entered into and accomplished by man. 
We have built longer railroads than the 
world had ever known, and carry more 
freight over them in a day than the world 
saw move in a year.not long azo. We are 
now engaged in constructing a continuous 
line which fnally will reach from the 
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frozen lands of Alaska to the southern point 
of the continent in Patagonia, The Americas 
are drawing together more closely in every 
respect than ever before and the cutting 
of the Panama Canal and the building of 
this continental railroad will help these 
tles very much. The commerce between the 
Americas is growing rapidly and by sym- 
pathy between the peopies of the different 
parts of the Americas this commerce will 
be kept at home largely. 


Harbors and Ships. 

HAKESPEARE tells us, “There is a d. 

vinity that shapes our ends, rough- 
hew them how we will.” This seems to 
be carried out in the providential design 
manifest in the creation of the earth and 
the formation of its continents. The Amert- 
cas not only contain the longest rivers of 
the greatest volume, tha longest range of 
mountains of the greatest altitudes, the 
most magnificent woods and the broadest 
and most fertile plains of the world, but 
they also possess the finest harbors of any 
portion of the globe. The harbors are par- 
ticularly fine on the western slopes of the 
United States. Puget Sound, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles harbors are the safest and 
most commodious of -any harbors in the 
world. Besides these there are large rivers 
running into the Pacific Ocean which lead 
shipping far inland to trade with cities 
away from the Coast. The Yukon and the 
Columbia are the most important of these. 
Then there are smaller harbors all the way 
from Bering Strait down to Cape Horn. The 
smaller harbors of western Amorica are as 
commodious and safe as any on the western 
coast of Europe. Coos Bay furnishes a 
shipping point for Southern Oregon: San 
Diego for Southern California, Mazatlan and 
many other small harbors furnish oppor- 
tunities for shipping for Mexico. And so 
it goes all down the coast to the Straits of 
Magellan. 

With harbors of course go ships, and here 
we are very much lacking ſu this facility 
for trade. But we are a young people with 
our life before us, not behind us, and we 
count time here by years, not by decades 
nor centuries. We count money by mil- 
lions, and have the raw materi! in abun- 
dance around us, and in time all tne impedi- 
ments to trade will be removed. Men do 
not spend money by tens of millions in 
building harbors, as Los Angeles has done 
with the aid of the Federal government, to 
allow them to “stagnate in the weeds of 
sloth.” The same foresight and business 
energy that converted an open roadstead 
into a magnificent harbor, converting the 
old San Pedro embarcadero into a safe 
haven where the fleets of the world might 
ride, will see that this harbor does not go 
unused. 

It is not only one of the largest harbors 
in the world, but it lies right in the track 
of trade. It is nearer to the line of traffic 
between the western end of the Panama 
Canal and the cities of Asia than any other 
harbor. 


Garden Spot of Creation. 

N EVERY way the State of California ts 

destined to play a great part in the fu- 
ture history, not only of the United States, 
but of the world. Possessing the most 
salubrious climate makes it an ideal spot 
for residence, its broad, fertile plains make 
it the farmer's paradise, full of riches, min- 
eral and agricultural, it is already making 
millionaires by the dozen. Of course, South- 
ern California is the cream of the State in 
every way.

What Is Southern California? 

BOGRAPHICALLY, it is that part lying 
| south of about the middle of the San 
Joaquin Valley. This is using the term in 
its broader sense. In a narrow one it 
means the counties south of the Tehachepi 
Mountains. Including Kings and Tulare 
counties, and reaching down to the Mexican 
boundary, Southern California contains an 
area of 70,000 square miles. Its popula- 
tion by the last census was less than 850, 
000, a density of twelve to the square mile. 
With a population like that of Belgium or 
Saxony, where “every acre maintains its 
man,” the population would be 70,000 times 
640. Belgium supported a population of 
more than 7,000,000 before the war. The 
population of Southern California at the 
present time is probably about 1,000,000. It 
is growing very rapidly, but will not be full 
in a hundred years. It has everything un- 
der the sun to make it great, the climate, 
of course, leading. There is very little dif- 
ference between the mean temperature in 
the different parts of Southern California, 
and much less than in any other part of 
the country. At San Diego, for tnstance, 
the mean temperature of the winter months 
runs from 54 to 55 degrees Fahrenheit. For 
the spring and fall months the mean tem- 
perature runs from 58 to 59 degrees, and for 
the summer months from 61 to 69 degrees. 
The average rainfall there is ten inches, the 
clear days number an average of 266; the 
rainy days, forty-three, cloudy days fifty, 
partly cloudy, 49. The lowest temperature 
ever recorded there is 32 degrees, and that 
once in a century, while the highest tem- 
perature is 101 degrees, coming as infre 
quently as the frost. The mean temper- 
ature at Los Angeles for the winter months 
is only one degree lower than that of San 
Diego, while for the spring months there is 
scarcely any difference at all, and for the 
summer months the highest mean temper- 
ature in Los Angeles in August registered 
69 degrees, just the same as at Diego. 
The number of rainy days at les 
averages less than at San Diego, being 
thirty-six, and the cloudy days are only 
fifty-six, just six more than at San Diego. 


The Coming Metropolls. 
HE coming metropolis of Western 
America ig Los Angeles, and she has 
almost arrived. Geographically, she is situ- 
ated exactly in the right spot to become a 
great city. Draw a line from Bakersfield to 
Tia Juana and a cross line from Santa 
Monica to San Bernardino, and Los Ange 
les will lie right at the intersection of the 
two lines. Taking a wider view, she lies 
on a big harbor at the shortest distance be-

harbor to the line of commerce which pass- 
es from the end of the Panama Canal to 
the Asiatic coast—nearer by seventy miles 
than any other.

ly fertile. The population of the city has 
been growing wonderfully right in line with 
the advantages the city possesses. A good 
many men now living can look back to the 
time when the population of the city was 
less than 5000, one-fifth of them A 
cans, another fifth Eurcpean immigrants, 
and three-fifths native Californians. That 
is the mixture of Indian and Spanish that 
comprises most of the population of Mexico. 
The census of 1880 found a population of 
only about 11,000 in the city of Los Angeles. 
Ten years later the census enumerators 
counted over 50,000 in the same area. When 
the century closed the census of 1900 found 
a population of 101,000, which ten years 
later had jumped to 319,000, and is now a 
great deal more than half a million. By 
the time the next census is taken the popu- 
lation of the city will crowd 1,000,000 and 
by the time the quarter-century has come the 
million point will have been passed.

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LOS ANGELES GOODS AND WORLD 


Industrial Commissioner Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, and Former President Associated Chambers of Commerce of the Pacific Coast 


T WAS Sir Walter Raleigh who said, 
“Whosoever commands the sea con 
mands the trade of the world; whoso- 


ever commands the trade, commands the 
riches of the world and consequently the 
world itself.” This was a true statement 
four centuries ago, and it is just ag true 
today. 

According to figures recently issued by 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce of the Department of Commerce, the 
exports of our nation for the fisca] year end- 
ing June 30 amounted to 4,345,000, 00 and 
the imports were valued at $2,180,000,000, 
making a total foreign trade for the year of 
over six and one-half billion dollars, which 
is the largest total in the history of Amert- 
can commerce. 

While these figures on our foreign trade 
appear on the surface to be satisfactory in- 
deed, the truth is they are in many ways 
disappointing. America has lost trade 
amounting to hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars lost it because of two reasons: Lack 
of ships to carry our goods and the failure 
on the part of our government to pass legis 
lation which would remove all doubt ag to 
the application of the anti-trust laws to ex- 
port trade and which uncertainty prevents 
concerted action by our manufacturing ex- 
porters. 


Our Handicaps in Worid Commerce. 


“If the United States had possessed,” de- 
clares the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
“as it should normally have possessed, 10, 
000,000 or 15,000,000 tons of overseas ship- 
ping in August, 1914, at the outbreak of the 
present European war, its ocean delivery 
service could not have been broken down 
by the wholesale diversion of foreign ships 
whose first duty was owed to foreign gov- 
ernments. Reduced or disrupted steamship 
service and abnormally increased freight 
rates have cost the American people un 
counted millions of dollars since the war 
began, and as agriculture still supplies the 
major bulk if not the major value of our 
exports, the heaviest loss has fallen upon 
the cotton-growing South and grain-growing 
West, many of whose public men have his 
torically been most blind and indifferent to 
the need of a merchant fleet that would 
serve ‘America rst.“ 


As before stated, doubt as to the applica- 
tion of the anti-trust law has greatly pre- 
vented concerted action and thus hindered 
the growth of our export trade, even among 
the manufacturers of goods that are not in 
competition. At the third Nat tonal Foreign 
Trade Convention held at New Orleans last 
January, Hon. Joseph E. Davies, chairman 
of the Federal Trade Commission, told the 
many hundreds of delegates present that 
“our investigations disclose that doubt as 
to the legality of such enterprise amounts 
in many instances to prohibition of any ac-

tion in the foreign market. This belief is 
undoutedly one of the factors in the situa- 
tion which hinders the development of for- 
eign trade.” Hundreds of the great com- 
mercial and foreign-trade organizations and 
business men throughout the country have 
urged Congress to take such action ag will 
facilitate the development of American ex- 
port trade by removing such dangers as 
may be now imposed by our anti-trust laws. 
They have done this to secure freedom in 
utilizing the advantages of co-operative ac- 
tion for American workmen and American 
enterprises in meeting the combinations of 
our foreign industrial rivals, who are leav- 
ing nothing undone to keep American goods 
out of our choicest possible markets. How- 
ever, in spite of all that has been said and 
done, the necessary legislation has not as 
yet been enacted. 


Pacific Coast Factories and Foreign Trade. 


For various reasons, principally the lack 
of ships, many Pacific Coast manufacturers 
are devoting comparatively little attention 
to foreign trade. This is especially true 
with respect to the South American coun- 
tries. In normal times, the United States 
exports about 5 per cent. of its manufac- 
tures. Our export business is, therefore, an 
important factor in disposing of our factory 
outputs, although it is a greater one in Eng- 
land and Germany, which export practically 
half of theirs. If the industrial centers of 
the East can make money in this business 
Pacific Coast manufacturers can do the 
same. It ig said that with normal times pre- 
vailing, many thousands of American fac- 
tories would have reached their limit in 
business with our domestic markets. This 
is especially the ease in the West, where 
the home market is limited indeed. For 
the foregoing reason California factory 
owners, of which there are more than two 
thousand in Los Angeles alone, should be 
vitally interested in everything that will 
improve their facilities for greater export 
trade. 

In South America the question of credits 
is no longer a barrier. Our commercial 
leaders have as much ability and enterprise 
as those of Europe, with whom the South 
American merchant has formerly trans- 
acted a large part of his business. There 
is a wonderful opportunity today for our 
manufacturers to do business with the west 
coast of Mexico, Central America and South 
America. There are even greater opportu- 
nities in Australia and New Zealand. The 
United States is now a favored nation in 
China. We are buying more from that 
country than ever before. Furthermore, in 
the stores of Hongkong American manufac 
ture i products are supplanting the goods of 
Germany. Steamer lines to our port would 
vive us ovr share of this business.

sacrificed. About the same time, the Gov- 
ernors of Sonora and Chihuahua offered a 
reward of from-$30 to $100 for every Apache 
scalp brought in. This offer resulted in the 
formation of a number of bands of mer- 
cenaries, some of them headed by Americans 
of the desperado type, one of whom, finding 
that chasing the fleet-footed Apache brought 
little profit, turned to the slaughtering of 
friendly Indians, and finally he was caught 
in the act of killing and scalping a number 
of Mexicans. 

Magnas Coloradas (Red Sleeves) was an 
Apache chief who ruled with great power for 
fifty years. He was a notable man, physi- 
cally and mentally, and was a leader in 
reprisals for the above described massacre. 
Finally he was captured by American sol- 
diers. During the night he was prodded 
with bayonets, and when he attempted to 
escape Was shot down. 

Frequent protests were made to Congress 
against the intolerable situation in the Ter- 
ritory, which kept back all development. 
Congress was asked to authorize the raising 
of a regiment of volunteer troops. In 1871 
the Legistature told Congress that the con- 
stant Indian raids “will sweep from the 
country all traces of civilization, except de- 
serted fields and broken walls.” About that 
time occurred the Camp Grant massacre, 
when a number of Tucson men, headed by 
William 8. Oury, a Virginian prominent in 
the history of Arizona, with the aid of 
Papago Indians, surrounded a number of 
Apache bucks and squaws, and clubbed them 
to death, while they were playing cards. A 
number of smal] children were spared, and 
brought to Tucson as captives. 

In 1875 all the Apaches who could be 
rounded up were herded upon reservations, 
mainly at San Carlos. The agents ap- 
pointed at these reservations were often 


“mercenary men, who paid no regard to the 


interest of either settlers or Indians. An 
exception to this was John P. Clum, a man 
of force and ability, who was later post 
master at Tombstone, and founded the 
“Epitaph” there. He has told me that he 
was the only man who ever arrested Geron- 
imo, and from what I have learned I believe 
he was right. Clum had more trouble with 
the administration at Washington than he 
had with the Apaches. . 
Cochise, the real chief of the Chirichahuas, 
whose name has been given to one of the 
counties of Arizona, was perhaps the ablest 
Indian whose name is linked with the early 
history of the Territory. He was 4 man of 
great natural ability, a fine specimen of 
physical manhood, standing about six feet 
two, with an eye like an eagle's. He had 
always been friendly to the whites, until 
about the year 1859. He had a contract 
with the Butterfield stage line for supplying 
their station at Fort Bowle with wood. His 
enmity to the Americans arose from the in- 
excusable action of an American army of- 
ficer, who seized Cochise, and chiefs with 
him. while they were under a flag of truce. 
Cochise escaped, and then commenced his 


long series of raids against the Americans. 

Capt. Thomas Jonathan Jeffords was a 
friend of Cochise, and had his entire confi- 
dence, Cochise always kept his word, and 
Jeffords arranged an interview between him 
and Gen. Howard, when they spent several 
days in Cochise’s camp. Jeffords’s name 
among the Indians was Chickasaw. Cochise 
said once: “Chickasaw, a man should 
never lie. They need not do it. If a man 
asks you or me a question we do not wish 
to answer, we could simply say: ‘I don't 
want to talk about that.’” 


Jeffords subsequently lived at the Owls 
head Camp, near Tucson, where I met him 
about 1884. He was a typical frontiersman. 
If the Indian question had been left to such 
men as he, instead of to a muddling author- 
ity at Washington, and to selfish Indian 
agents, there would have been few Indian 
troubles. Jeffotds died at Owls-head in 
February, 1914. The result of the interview 
between Howard and Cochise was the es- 
tablishment of the Chirichahua reservation. 

Cochise died of malarial fever on June 8, 
1874. His remains lie in a cave in a rocky 
hill known as “Cochise Stronghold.” The 
only white man who knew the secret of the 
burial place of Cochise was Jeffords, and it 
passed away with him when he died. 

Geronimo, who figured so largely in the 
Indian campaign of 1876, was a politician 
rather than a chief. He was a great orator, 
and fond of talking. In fact, one historian 


declares he would rather talk than eat, al- 


though he had a voracious appetite. The 
same writer declares that he was spoiled 
by the recognition given him by Gen. Crook, 
and his sense of importance led him, for 
many years, to boast of being the real lead- 
er of the Apaches. 

Gen. George Crook was known to the 
Apaches as the “Gray Fox.” They had much 
respect for him, because he always kept his 
word, and, though stern, was just. It has 
been claimed that he was too lenient with 
the Indians, and had too much confidence in 
them. He introduced the use of Apache In- 
dian scouts from the reservations, in fight- 
ing Apaches. They gave most valuable help, 
but a complaint was made that rifles and 
ammunition furnished these scouts were 
often passed to Indians on the warpath. 

The murder of the McComas family by 
Apaches, in southwestern New Mexico, in 
March, 1883, aroused the country. The 
Apaches had a habit of slipping back and 
forth across the international line. Gen. 
Crook went to Hermosillo, where he con- 
ferred with Gen. Luis Torres, and arrange- 
ments were made for ce-operation between 
the American and Mexican forces. Then 
Crook began his first expedition into Mex- 
ico, with a troop of the Sixth Cavalry. Capt. 
Chaffee in command, There were, also, a 
couple of hundred Apache scouts. A number 
of Indians were “captured,” but really they 
came of their own volition, being tired of 
ranging, half starved, over the mountains, 
and anxious to return to the reservation, At 
one point Crook was practically surrounded 
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by the Indians. The principal chiefs ee 
caped on the march home, and only two 
thirds of the captives reached San Carlos. 


In December, 1885, Crook started another 
drive against the Indians into Mexico, main- 
ly with Apache scouts. On this trip a com- 
mand of Mexican soldiery approached 
stealthily, and on the morning of January 
11, 1886, opened fire on the scouts. This 
Was not a mistake, because when the officers 
waved their hats and shouted “Americanos,” 
the fire continued. Then the scouts re 
turned the fire, killing four Mexicans and 
wounding several. In the midst of the en- 
gagement, Capt. Emmett Crawford, while 
standing up and waving a white handker- 
chief, fell back mortally wounded, with a 
bullet through his head. Apologies were 
made by the Mexican commander, but were 
not considered sufficient by the American 
officers. 

Geronimo expressed willingness to quit 
the war-path, but insisted on seeing Gen. 
Crook. A conference took place two months 
later, at Funnel! Canyon, twenty-five miles 
below the line. The only white civilian 
present at that conference was Mayor Straus 
of Tucson. He came into Tombstone late 
at night, and, through me, dictated his ac 
count to the telegraph operator, who was 
Frank Prescott, now Gen. Frank Prescott. 

Crook demanded an unconditional sur 
render, but the hostiles wanted to be sent 
back to the reservation. Finally they agreed 
to come in. They were not disarmed. On 
the way in they obtained some mescal from 
a white settler, who brought it into camp, 
and several of them became drunk, Then 
Geronimo, and others, again escaped. Only 
thirteen men and half-zrown boys were left, 
the others being women and children. 


Crook was thoroughly dispirited by this 
second failure. He sent in his resignation, 
which was accepted. The few Indians whe 
had been captured were sent to Fort Marion, 
Florida. The Indians made strong objection 
to deportation, but they realized that their 
lives would be safer than if they were left 
behind among the thoroughly aroused civil- 
lans of Arizona. Later on, several hundred 
more Chirichahuas, men, women and chil- 
dren, were shipped to Florida. 

Crook's successor to the command of the 
Department of Arizona was Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles, who had had much experience with 
Indians in the Northwest. He was instructed 
by the War Department to exterminate the 
hostiles at any cost. Thereupon he started 
the task of distributing about 6000 troops, 
or a quarter of the available United States 
army. The main object of this army was to 
capture fourteen Apache bucks and eight 
squaws, who had not been brought in by 
Crook's expedition. These renegades were 
well armed, and sometimes covered as much 
as seventy-five miles a dav, easily eluding 
the heavily eyuipped soldiers sent after 
them. Murders were constantly reported. 
Capt. Lawton, who later distinguished him- 
self in the Philippines, kept on a hot trail, 
and gave them no rest. With the force, also, 
was Ass stant Surgeon Leonard Wood, later 
colone! of Rough Riders, and now command- 
er of the Department of the East. The in- 
fantry section of Lawton’s main command 
Was given to Wood, one of the few medical 
officers ever placed in active command of 
troops in the field. 

Geronimo soon found the pace set for him 
too hot, and again offered to surrender. At 
the same time he was trying to make terms 
with the Mexican authorities. During the 
chase, Lawton’s command marched 1400 
miles, nearly all of the distance over high, 
rough mountains, The Indians did their 
best to throw the troops off the trail, but 
Lawton's Indian scouts were too keen. 


Again the Indians offered to confer. Lieut. 
Gatewood met them in their camp, and to 
him credit is mainly due to the final cap 
ture of Geronimo, although there was, sub- 
sequently, much bitter feeling aroused be- 
tween the Fourth and Sixth Cavalry, rep 
resented by Lawton and Gatewood. 

After the surrender, Geronimo was 
shipped to Florida. Thence the band was 
taken to Alabama, and later to Fort Sill, 
Oklahoma. Many soft-headed people pleaded 
with the President and War Department 
that Geronimo might be permitted to return 
to his home in Arizona. Geronimo professed 
eiligion, and died February 17, 1909. Gen.

Mutual Business Opportunities. 


HE natural wealth-resources of Cen- 
tral and South America, their com- 


merce and their remarkable progress 
are the cause of the great interest shown 
throughout the United States in the Latin- 
American nations in recent years. Consider 
the Latin-American countries in any phase 
one prefers, and they are worthy of keen 
interest. They spread over nearly 9,000,000 
square miles, they contain mountains high- 
er. rivers longer and more navigable, valleys 
wider and more fertile, and climates more 
varied than those of the United States. All 
the Latin-American nations approximately 
have a population of 90,000,000, which is in- 
creasing by reproduction faster than is the 
population of the United States. When the 
new immigration starts in after the Euro- 
pean war, and when the Panama Canal 
shal] be in full use by the shipping of a 
peaceful Europe, this total may soon over- 
take and pass that of the United States. 

The figures of Latin-American commerce 
are astonishing; the twenty Latin-American 
nations having last year, in foreign trade, 
the enormous figure of $3,000,000,000. This 
amount was almost equally divided between 
imports and exports, with the actual bal- 
ance of trade in their favor. 

‘Let us see now which are the primary 
bases of an export trade: To take too much 
for granted is one fault discoverable in 
most of the articles and books, and in gen- 
eral in all informatory discussions of how to 
acquire an export trade with Latin-America 
the authors generally lose sight of the main 
issue in attempting to cover the subject. 

Details of credit, transportation, packing, 
qualities and styles of goods, weights and 
measures, tariffs and customhouse require- 
ments are all important, but only so in case 
the fundamentals are clearly understood 
and appreciated at their exact value. Among 
these fundamentals, the principal one is the 
economic status of the manufacturer in the 
countries competing for the Latin-American 
trade. Plainly, the question is this: Are 
the American manufacturers in a position 
to compete in quality and prices with the 
leading manufacturing countries? The 
American manufacturers cannot assume the 
attitude, without investigation, that they 
can manufacture everything a little better 
than any other country can, and that they 
can manufacture anything just as cheaply 
as the other countries can. As a matter of 
fact, there are some things wherein Europe 
excels America in the matter of skill, just 
as there are some things wherein America 
excels Europe in the same respect. There 
are other instances where Europe beats 
America in the matter of economic factory 
management, just as there are some points 
where America beats Europe in the same 
matter; and it is well that we should under- 
stand this and understand it clearly. The 
first step, then, for any American manufac- 
turer in his investigation of the possibilities 
of exporting to Latin America is to inform 
himself exactly as to his economic status in 
manufacturing. 

Let it be understood that no country 
whatever in any Latin-American nation 
enjoys any tariff differential in its favor; 
there is no advantage to England, France, 
Germany or any other country in any Latin- 
American nation in the matter of tariffs 
which the United States does not possess. 
It must be remembered that in the Latin- 
American countries the principal sources of 
government revenue is import duties. It is, 
therefore, not the interest of the govern- 
ment that these duties be prohibitive. 

In nearly all cases, the tariff is a revenue 
tariff, and need not concern the foreign ex- 
porter at all. In many cases, where it is 
intended to be a protective tariff, the eco 
nomic bases of protection do not exist, and 
so it becomes again a revenue tariff. In the 
very few cases where the economic condi- 
tion for the operation of a protective tariff 
exists, the duties are generally so high as 
to be not protective, but prohibitive. A 
subject of greatest importance to prospec- 
tive exporters is long credits. There is 
nothing else about which there has been so 
much misunderstanding, so many misstate- 
ments, and such misconception of existing 
facts. It may be easy to understand that a 
merchant who is able to give ninety or 180 
days’ credit enjoys a considerable advantage 
in the matter of gaining and holding trade 
over one able to give only thirty te sixty 


days’ credit. In Latin America the pur- 
chaser by custom is used to the longer 
credits. The European exporter, who is 
able and willing to give the long credit, en- 
joys a double advantage over the exporter 
from the United States, not so able or 
willing. 


The question is: “How is the European 
able to do this?” The answer is very 
clear; it is not because of larger capital nor 
because of cheaper money in Europe, but 
because the European has special credit 
advantages which the American does not 
have. These advantages grow out of dif- 
ferent banking bases and usages in Europe 
and in the United States. It is a fact that 
the larger proportion of the banking re 
sources of the commercial banks of 
Europe—and this includes all the manufac- 
turing countries—-is employed in the pur- 
chase and sale of commercial acceptances. 
In the United States, on the contrary, com- 
mercial] acceptances, up to the present, have 
been almost unknown. This difference of 
credit between Europe and the United States 
is the a bc of the whole problem of long 
credits in Latin America. Under the new 
Federal banking laws, there is much im- 
provement to be hoped for. So far as the 
law is concerned there is nothing at pres- 
ent which stands in the way of an equalizing 
of conditions as between the American ex- 
porter and the European exporter. The 
only thing necessary is for the American 
banks and American business men to ac- 
custom themselves to a new line of busi- 
ness and a new weapon of business, with 
which they have heretofore been but slight- 
ly acquainted. 

There are two important phases of the 
present Pan-American commercial situation 
which should have frank and _ thoughtful 
consideration by the business men and 
others interested, if they would fully realize 
what must and should be done in the 
premises. The first is the amount or pro- 
portion of her foreign trade which Latin 
America conducts with European nations, 
many of whom are now at war and a share 
of whose trade the United States now ex- 
pects to obtain. The second is the condi- 
tion or capability of Latin America to trans- 
fer this commerce with the accompanying 
financial transactions from Europe to the 
United States, and so swell the volume of 
the reciprocal trade between the United 
States and Latin America. The figures con- 
nected with these phases are both interest- 
ing and instructive, and certainly not dry 
to the student of Pan-American possibilities. 

In 1913 the twenty countries of Central 
and South America bought imports and sold 
exports valued at the immense total of ap- 
proximately $2,843,000,000, of which the im- 
ports were $1,304,000,000, and exports $1,- 
539,000,000. Of these imports, fully $770,000,- 
000 came from countries now either at war 
or under the embargoes of war: and they 
were mostly manufactured products which 
could be supplied by the industries of the 
United States if Latin America wanted them 
or could afford to buy them. At present, by 
comparison, the United States sells similar 
products to Latin America valued annually 
at $317,000,000, These totals, in theory, 
speak for themselves; in practice the result 
will be determined by the ability of the 
American manufacturer and the Latin- 
American importer to meet the new and pe- 
cullar conditions of the market. Of her ex- 
ports, Latin America sells to the European 
nations raw products valued at approxi- 
mately $785,000,000. Although the United 
States takes Latin-America't output to value 
of $504,000,000, no argument is needed to 
point out the vital importance to Latin 
America that a market for these exports, 
which would usually, in times of peace, be 
found in Europe, should now be found as 
much as possible in the United States. 


The grand total of the regular annual com- 
merce which Latin America conducts with 
Europe, when relations are not disturbed by 
war, should convince everybody that it offers 
a remarkable opportunity for the United 
States. What it does will largely depend 
upon its own efforts. Here, in other words, 
is an annual business of approximately $1,- 
553,000,000, which is awaiting an interna- 
tional adjustment. If, of course, the finan- 
cial and commercial interest of the United 
States can devise ways and means to sup- 
ply what, under the conditions, Latin Amer- 
ica needs, and to buy. u turn, a goodly pro- 


portion of her surplus raw products, which 
have heretofore gone to Europe, they will 
not only bring large and permanent benefits 
to themselves, but to the corresponding in- 
terests of Latin America. This is self-evi- 
dent. 

The general investment and loan oppor- 
tunity in Latin America is great—possibly 
greater than that opening to direct trade. 
Up to the time of the outbreak of war in 
Europe, Latin America negotiated fully 95 
per cent. of its public and private loans in 
Europe. National bond issues and loans for 
personal enterprises were floated and 
financed in London, Paris and Berlin, rather 
than in New York. Now the situation must 
change, for, even when the war is over, 
Europe will need all its spare money for 
home loans and bond issues to pay her debts 
and make up for the industrial ravages of 
the conflict. If the United States investors 
will reform their prejudices in regard to 
revolutions, the stability of governments and 
climatic conditions, they will enter upon a 
big new field of legitimate opportunity not 
unlike that which they enjoyed twenty 
years ago in the Western States. They will 
also earn the gratitude of the Latin-Amert- 
can governments and people whom they ac- 
commodate. Not only must governments 
have national loans, but railroad extensions, 
new steam and electric lines, water powers 
and plants, harbor improvements and docks, 
building operations, and harvesting of crops 
must be financed. With these demands of 
money covered by the United States the vast 
supplies and materials required by the sub- 
sequent development should come from the 
United States, and reflect favorably on trade, 

An interesting opportunity of signa) im- 
portance in the present crisis is that of de- 
veloping the exchange of travel between the 
representative men of Latin America, and 
those of the United States. Instead of al- 
ways planning trips and excursions from the 
United States to Rio de Janeiro, Monte- 
video, Buenos Aires, La Paz, Lima, etc., why 
not invite the men of those cities and their 
chambers of commerce to send delegations 
to the corresponding cities of the United 
States? The war has materially reduced 
the number of South Americans who regu- 
larly go to Europe and its capitals. Why not 
bring them to Los Angeles, San Diego, San 
Francisco, New York, Chicago, New Orleans, 
and the other interesting cities of the United 


States? Correspondingly, if only a small 


portion of the Americans who usually visit 
European cities will visit the cities of South 
and Central America they will enjoy inter- 
esting experiences, and gain new ideas of 
the Western Hemisphere. There is no more 
powerful agency for peace, acquaintance and 
commerce than traveling. Travel and trade, 
in short, travel and trade together. 

There is also the little-considered but 
most important educational—and intelligent 
opportunity. Never was there a more op 
portune moment than this one for an intel- 
lectual appreciation of Latin America by the 
educated men and women of the United 
States. There should be a closer coming 
together of the men of intellectual leader 
ship of all the American nations and people. 
There should be a migration to Latin Amer- 
ica of the educators, scholars, scientists and 
students of the United States—not to teach 
and lead, but to learn and co-operate. Latin- 
American savants, professors, authors and 
‘publicists should be invited to the United 
States and to address the learned societies 
of its scientific institutions and colleges. Stu- 


dents, both those in course and graduates, 


should be exchanged in increasing numbers 
by the universities of North and South 
America. Allied to this idea of intellectual 
and educational relationship is that of the 
study in the United States of the Spanish 
language and its literature. During the next 
decade, this language bids fair to be of 
more practical value to the average young 
American than French or German. The 
more men and women there are in the 
United States who can speak Spanish flu- 
ently, the quicker will that sensitive line of 
difference between North and South Amer- 
ica disappear. 

In most of the Latin-American countries, 
manufacturing and mechanical arts in gen- 
eral have reached little more than the pre- 
liminary stage. In large measure, this cir- 
cumstance is due to the relative backward- 
ness in economic development as a whole, 
and to the lack of sufficient capital and 
skilled labor. It is desirable that this situa- 
tion continue, since the countries concerned,

is creating new careers; the American 

commercial invasion reaches around 
the earth; far up the Himalayas I saw the 
Stars and Stripes waving over tea planta- 
tions; American machinery has penetrated 
the “Vale of Kashmir; Australia’s proposed 
capital city was planned by a Chicago archi- 
tect, who surpassed world-wide competition; 
on Chinese rivers we ride in ancient sam- 
pans propelled by modern American motors, 
the Bolivian Congress sits in chairs made 
in Michigan; an American rubber syndicate 
has transported its factory to the jungles 
of Brazil; South Africa called from Panama 
our famous conqueror of plagues to save 
thousands of miners of the Rand; a great 
Italian scholar tells us that the annual re 
turn (normal times) of half a million of his 
countrymen from the United States is work- 
ing wonderful civic reforms in Italy; indeed, 
it is difficult to go beyond the range of 
American genius and commercial activity. 

In the Western Hemisphere, Saxon and 
Latin have not known each other well. 
Visits have ever been difficult or inconven- 
fent to make; distances are great and travel 
facilities have been few. Today, both of 
these obstacles are being removed by fast- 
er ships and shorter routes; indeed, our very 
thoughts are exchanged through the air. A 
better understanding is fast approaching; 
interest is quickened; more intimate ac- 
quaintance brings knowledge of each oth- 
er's requirements. 

The Latin-American forests, plains and 
mountains are teeming with Man's neces- 
sities. On the other hand, North American 
factories are busy, but in many lines an 
over production is causing concern. Fair ex- 
change, then, is the natural solution of 
these problems of supply and demand. In 
the present article attention is called to a 
few of the minor points in connection with 
SELLING; the next article will deal with 
the questions of BUYING. ~— 


Saiesmanship. 


— — 


T HE growth of international commerce 


The field of salesmanship is one of the 
most promising as well as varied in connéc- 
tion with our business development with 
Latin-American countries. The products 
which we have to offer those countries are 
in the main things which they do not them- 
selves produce, and in number they are prac- 
tically innumerable. 

The salesmanship field is open and still 
uncrowded; and to the skilled salesman its 
rewards are most inviting; but it should be 
remembered that the word “skilled” has a 
far different significance than in the United 
States. A different race of people requires 
different trade tactics; the quick-selling 
methods prevailing in our own country 
prove disgusting to the prospective Latin- 
American customer. Our most popular and 
most successful salesmen in those countries 
are the ones who know the people, their 
history, characteristics, language, customs, 
habits, etc., and whose business-getting 
methods are above reproach. These qualifi- 
cations come gradually but surely to those 
who devote time and energy to the subject. 
More and more the great manufacturing en- 
terprises and exporters in the United States 


are demanding experienced men for their 
Latin-American departments. 

Salesmanship has really become a profes- 
sion, and probably no country has developed 
more able all-round men for home service 
than the United States. 7 

In foreign lands, however, much more 
is exacted of a commercial representative 
than at home. The prospective customer 
may know nothing of the firm the traveler 
represents. His first impressions are gained 
solely from the bearing and appearance of 
his guest; and the latter's success depends 
largely upon his presentation of his proposi- 
tion. One very important requisite is that 
the salesman should know the language of 
the country in which he is operating. In this 
particular the European salesman is supe- 
rior to his average North American brother. 

At the moment I recall two American 
salesmen I met in South America; each sold 
automobiles made in the United States and 
both gentlemen had spent several months 
in Argentina. One of them spoke Spanish 
almost fluently and had disposed of ten ma- 
chines; the other man had sold only one. 
Whether the success of the former or the 
apparent failure of the latter was due to 
the merits of the respective machines is 
not known, but I firmly believe that the suc- 
cess of the one was mainly due to his abil- 
ity to converse with his prospective cus- 
tomer. 

The commercial representative acting 
through an interpreter loses much of his 
force and spirit; it is rare to find one who 
interprets the shades of meaning and ex- 
pressions which the principal wishes to 
convey. 

Of course one may visit Latin countries, 
and even form most important business con- 
nections, without knowing a word of any 
foreign language; but a familiarity with a 
country’s language, and using it in daily 
intercourse with the people, gives one a 
broader view, a more intimate knowledge, 
and a far better understanding. 

Comparative methods of the European 
and the North American in endeavoring 
to further develop their respective com- 
mercial interests in Latin-American coun- 
tries is a very broad subject. and one in 
which both peoples have strong points. 

The European salesman is found all over 
the Latin-American countries, and he has 
been there for years; having followed 
European capital, which is responsible for 
many of the railways, steamship lines and 
numerous enterprises found throughout the 
southern continent. Speaking very broadly 
and with numerous exceptions, the North- 
American traveling salesman is new in the 
field, and it follows that he is not so well 
acquainted with the Latin-American bust- 
ness man and his methods. 

It is impossible in a short article to en- 
ter into details of this important subject. 
One fact. however, stands out boldly; in 
dealings between man and man it is quite 
essential that good feelings exist. The 
more amicable the relations the closer the 
business ties; and it is the small things 
the trifling matters overlooked—the little 
courtesies often lacking-—I propose to call 
to the attention of the business man who 


seeks Latin-American markets. In other 
words, let us build our commercial inter- 
course from the very foundation—a founda- 
tion based on muta] respect and good un- 
derstanding. 

Our country is in a very high state of 
commercial development, and when we 
visit other lands, many sections of which 
are comparatively new in the fields of 
business, We are loath to give up the com- 
forts, conveniences and customs which we 


‘enjoy at home. 


We start for the great continent south of 
us, well termed the “land of tomorrow.” 
Some go for pleasure or in quest of the 
unusual; others make the journey purely for 
business purposes. Alas! some hardships 
and not a few disappointments often beset 
the traveler from the United States, and 
he returns home discouraged and some- 
times embittered. Why? Largely be- 
cause he did not understand the people 
among whom he sojourned. He carried 
with him and attempted to apply too 
rigidly his North-American ideals and cus- 
toms. He failed to adopt for the time being 
the manners and life of a different people 
and of anew and undeveloped country, 
which is of prime importance when mak- 
ing the acquaintance of the Latin-Ameri- 
can men. In many respects the West 
Coast countries are new and undeveloped 
as compared with the progress of the North- 
American States. 


Delays Are Common. 


Let me illustrate an occurrence that actu- 
ally took place recently when I boarded 
a Chilean steamship at Panama bound for 
Callao. About twenty passengers were 
aboard and we were only one day late. 
Several South Americans and a few 
Europeans were swinging comfortably in 
the shade in their hammocks, which they 
themselves had wisely provided. Two men 
from the United States were walking up 
and down the decks, the scorching sun mak- 
ing the decks almost unbearable, and ap- 
parently every hour’s additional delay mak- 
ing them angrier. Note the contrast! The 
Americans were impatient for the activity 
and exactness characteristic of their coun- 
try, and at almost the beginning of their 
journey were permitting delay—a trifling 
matter aboard a Chilean steamer—to mar 
their pleasures. The South Americans and 
the Europeans, judging by appearances, 
were prepared for any delay that might 
arise. 


Typical English Salesmen. 


At a hotel in Lima I met an Englishman 
who was traveling salesman fer a well 
known London house. His sample-trunks 
had been put off steamship at the wrong 
port, which fact necessitated his remaining 
in idleness for at least ten days. I saw 
him often during this enforced leisure. He 
secured admission to the leading club of 
the city and was making himself popular 
at both hotel and club. Finally, when his 
samples arrived, he invited me as well as 
all guests of the hotel to visit his display; 
he lectured about the manufacture of his 
articles and gave away souvenirs of the 
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Effective “Drives.”

the conclusion some time ago that, if I was 
ever to grow my ideal of an orchard, the 
most effective part of my work would have 
to be under the ground. 

Interest in the subject of horticultufé 
took me to many orchards before planting 
my own. I discovered that in practically 
every orchard there are to be found a few 
highly distinguishable trees. No matter 
how poor or neglected it may be, there are 
always some noteworthy trees, and from a 
careful study and examination of such trees 
much valuable knowledge may be gained. 

In a poor 40-year-old prune orchard where 


‘ FTER many years of experience with 


proper food for the roots. They make avail- 
able the nitrogen of the air. They mull 
over the earth's mineral salts so that the 
trees can assimilate them. In this way 
phosphorus, potash, magnesia, sulphur, iron, 
lime, calcium, sodium, and who knows how 
many more, are assimilated, each one (in 
its proportion) just as essential to the tree's 
growth and frulitage as the other. 

In our rich California valley lands, where 
the sedimentary soll is of almost unlimited 
depth, I see no reason why we should not 
make the feeding zone of the roots of our 
trees thirty feet in depth or even more. 

To the question how to make a tree grow, 
I should answer: “Just love it, and then 
give it more love.” How can one help lov- 
ing trees? When you plant a tree with your 


The accompanying photographs show 
something of the comparative yearly 
growth of our trees. It has been made in 
spite of the fact that the trees did not get 
the best start possible, 

In the first place we could not get trees 
of known hereditary vigor and productive 
ness. And secondly, shortly after planting 
what we did get, business called me East 
and during my stay there, a period of four 
months, the ground became so overrun with 
weeds and grass and so dried out that a 
large majority of the trees were damaged. 
By careful attention to the orchard the re- 
mainder of the year, and systematic cultiva- 
tion ever since, this was largely overcome. 

Among other records we have kept those 
of root and branch growth to which we refer 
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the trees were standing 15x16 feet apart, 
two trees in particular have given me a 
fund of knowledge. A record of these trees 
has fortunately been kept for some thirteen 
years. During that period an average of 
more than 1000 pounds of fresh prunes per 
tree has been obtained each year. 

Six years ago I formulated a definite plan 
for planting a fifty-four-acre field to fruit 
trees, with the full expectation that they 
would produce an annual net income of 6 
per cent. on a valuation of $5000 per acre, 
when the trees were in full bearing. At 
this writing they are exceeding my expecta- 
tions as to development. Gravenstein 
apples and French prune trees were se- 
lected for the test as being best adapted to 
the location and the soil. Being unable to 
obtain any certified nursery trees, budded 
or grafted from vigorous, heavy-producing, 
hereditary stock, the ordinary one-year-old 
grafted nursery trees were used. 

The ground was aid off in twenty-eight- 
foot squares, holes three feet deep and three 
feet in diameter were dug in each corner. 
Some minerals were scattered in the holes 
Which were then half filled with soil fully 
alive with soil-bacteria. The trees were so 
placed as to encourage deep rooting, and 
they give evidence today of the wisdom of 
being so planted. Subsoiling and very deep 
cultivation have been constantly maintained 
since the first four months. This has been 
accomplished with difficulty because our 
soi] is tough and tenacious, and during the 
wet season runs together and packs. 

If anything has been pro en by our inten- 
sivesapplication and work, by the applica- 
tion of various mizera! salts, by varying the 
seasons for cultivation and by pruning, with 
careful daily notations, it is this, viz.: Tree 
development is always in proportion to the 
development of the soil bacteria. 

It is a lamentable fact that we are unable 
to find in Washington, D. C., or elsewhere, 
carefully-compiled data as to the advan- 
tages and best methods of developing the 
proper kind of soil microbes. The soil 
should be made to teem and fairly hum with 
myriads of the legume bacilli. They keep 
the soi] wholesome and prepare from it the 
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own hands and later see it responding st 
gloriously to your care, producing its frull 
in generous, even lavish abundance for your 
self, your children and even your children’s 
children, has it no claim upon your affec- 
tions? 

It is obvious that the clovers, the vetches, 
the peas, the beans and other vegetation are 
dependent for their growth upon their 
peculiar bacteria, and the growth is in pro- 
portion to their (the bacteria’s) develop 
ment upon their roots. Is not such a fact 
illuminative, and taking our cue from this 
fact should we not make every effort to sup- 
ply, as far as possible, these industrious 
underground workers for all vegetable life? 

It is a source of no small satisfaction to 
me to watch the two, four or six-horse team, 
or the tractor plowing or cultivating in the. 
orchard, driving down, down, down, making 
that dormant soll available by oxidization, 
liberating the stores of nutritious elements 
which have been so securely locked up for 
ages and thus furnishing the trees with an 
ever-deepening feeding zone. That is where 
the foundation is laid for splendid fruit 
trees, with sturdy trunks and vigorous 
limbs. The horticulturist should never for- 
get that it is his part to see to it that this 
feeding zone, to its utmost depth, is kept 
in a perfect, habitable condition for our un- 
derground workers that Providence sup- 
plies, that they may always have a ware- 
house ful] of tree food. 

There will be no question about the roots 
pushing down with eagerness to secure the 
choice morsels specially adapted for the 
nourishment of the tree. 

We are eyewitnesses to the fact that, 
where choice plant tit-bits have been placed 
underground within reach of the tree, num- 
bers of root tentacles, with true tree intelli- 
gence, have soon found their way down to 
them, and, weaving themselves about the 
hard and dense substances, have absorbed 
the nourishment contained therein. 

May-we not truthfully say that by deep- 
ening the zone of feeding we have increased 
our acreage many fold, not, of course, in 
length and breadth, but certainly in thick- 
ness? 


with satisfaction. The fourth season's root- 
growth showed plainly interlacing of roots 
of trees standing over twenty feet apart. It 
has been most interesting to watch this de 
velopment, and we are confident, from close 
observation, that many roots now extend 
over forty feet from the tree bearing them. 

The vitalizing efficiency of this rooting 
process has made itself apparent in the ap- 
pearance of the trees and in branch devel- 
opment. Many instances have been noted 
where the new branch growth has been as 
great as an inch a day for months at a time. 


From a painstaking estimate, which may 
be considered fairly accurate, we found the 
growth of the tree to total more than 2500 
feet. Using the same care in determining 
the leaf area of the tree's foliage, it was 
found that, counting both sides of the 
leaves, some 6000 square feet of surface 
was exposed to the air. The height of the 
tree above the ground is twenty-four feet 


and the lateral spread about eighteen feet. 
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IN EPITOME. 
HE present is the best time to dig 
T plants of native shrubs, vines, ferns 
and other material of this class, and 
it should be done as soon as possible. 

If you allow the present season to pass 
without growing some Iris Germanica you 
will make a serious mistake. No family of 
plants has a wider or finer range in color, 
and local dealers have the best. 

When cleaning up and planting do not 
forget the backyard. It may be made as 
neat and attractive as the front garden, and 
much more interesting in being an outdoor 
, living-room. 

The largest flower in the world grows in 
Sumatra and is known as Rafflesia Arnoldi. 
It is two to three feet across and weighs 
about fifteen pounds. The color is pink, the 
petals are a foot across and three-fourths 
of an inch thick. A cup in the flower center 
holds twelve quarts. 

The most commendable movement look- 
ing to the abolition of billboards, in both 
city and country, seems to be enjoying a 
nap. In all local territory Inglewood is the 
only place free from these blots upon the 
landscape. 

More small neighborhood parks are 
needed so that all may enjoy rest and recre- 
ation without the necessity of taking a long 
walk or a car trip to reach the spot. In each 
should be at least a drinking fountain and 
a comfort station. 

The native foothill clematis is fully as 
ornate as any We get from other lands, and 
now is a good time to hie away to canyon 
slopes to dig up a plant or two. Do not 
get the lowland one found in the lower 
ravines in damp lands and along water- 
courses. 

Too little attention is paid to railroad 
gardening in California. Not alone station 
grounds, but railroad embankments, should 
be planted to something of a permanent 
nature, either a close soi] cover or shrub- 
bery, or both. 

No matter how small your lot, arrange it 
on some systematic plan in conformity with 
its shape and contour and in harmony with 
the house to which it belongs and which it 
should ornament First have a well-kept 
lawn and borders, and if space allows, 
shrubbery next, and lastly trees. 

Shade trees, whether in garden or street, 
add greatly to the healthfulness of a city 
by cooling and purifying the air; the foliage 
evaporates large quantitties of water, re 
ducing greatly the temperature, more es- 

pecially during the hottest weather. Circu- 
N lation of air is also promoted 

There are a few who have acquired rural 
homesites in Southern California who lack 
appreciation of natural beauty. Hillsides 
covered with fine groWths of native shrubs 
; are denuded to make room for plants from 
7 foreign lands of far less garden value. 
8 Luckily for us, such obtuse vandals are few. 

This is a good clean-up time. The soil, 

thanks to a copious rain, is in fine condi- 
tion for weed pulling, plowing and working 
over in general. Do it now. 
To those communities who cannot for any 
reason control street and other planting 
over a considerable area or for a long dis- 
tance on one or more streets, the “block 
beautiful” plan is recommended. All the 
owners in a block may possibly agree upon 
harmonious, collective beautifying. 

More harmony and beauty is each gener- 
ation demanded for all the senses, the effect 
of a higher culture, plainly manifest to all. 

Luckily in this land of flowers our sense 

of sight and smell is fully gratified in all 

classes. Rich men may store works of art 

in palatial homes, but works of nature can- 

not be hidden, and plants and flowers are 
8 enjoyed alike by all. 

Plant all flowers and shrubs in masses, 
each kind by itself, in order that a com- 
posite or collective effect is attained, so that 
groups and not individuals are the chief 
attractions. | 

The movement for publiccomfort stations 
seems to be taking a nap, though the need is 
as great as ever, and a crying one, too. The 
comfort of women and children especially 
should be looked after.

Nature study in our schools must not be 
confounded with botany. Nature study does 
not dissect plants or seek to analyze them, 
but regards all plants as living things of in- 
terest, with which both adults and children 
should come in closer touch and about which 
they should know more. 

All cities and towns need rebuilding in 
one respect: the parkways should be made 
wider on nearly all streets, to provide a rea- 
sonable area for trees, in which they may 
receive air and water to the roots, to insure 
ordinary health and vigor. 

The secretary of the American Gladiolus 
Society, Henry Fouell, says the twelve best 
giadioli are: America, Augusta, Mrs. Fran- 
cis King, Mrs. Frank Pendleton, Independ- 
ence, Niagara, Panama, Peace, Pride of 
Goshen, Kunderi, Glory, Princeps, The King. 

A very good spray for mildew on roses is 
made with one-half ounce of Ivory, Naptha 
or other good soap, one fourth ounce of liver 
of sulphur and one gallon of water. Dissolve 
the sulphur in cold water, the soap in hot 
water. Spray on plants when the sun is not 
shining, preferably in early morning. 

In a shady, cool place plant some bulbs 
of cyclamen at once, and get the best sorts 
you may find. Commercial growers may 
also sow seeds of cyclamen now. These 
flowers are growing in popularity. 

The blackwod, Acacia melanoxylon, is a 
fine street tree on rich, level, moist lands, 
as it naturally grows under just these con- 
ditions. But for hard, dry or shallow soils 
it is totally unfitted. 

For a summer shade tree in the back 
yard there is nothing better than the orient- 
al plane or sycamore, Platanus orientalis; 
it is not an evergreen. 

For a rather small shade tree for garden, 
street or park, also evergreen, there is none 
better than the carob or St. John's Bread, 
Ceratonia siliqua. It really needs no water in 
summer to remain in health, but will grow 
faster if given an occasional drink. 

Now that the city zoo has moved to 
Griffith Park, we should also have there a 
botanical department, museum, herbarium, 
etc., with a small but select scientific library 
dealing with the natural sciences only. 

On account of the European war, impor- 
tation of Dutch bulbs will be late this sea- 
son. But as heavy rains have soaked the 
soll, get the beds ready for them. It will 
prove beneficial to turn up the soil and al- 
low it to remain in the rough to thoroughly 
aerate. 

The elimination of weeds and the re 
moval of all unsightly matter from vacant 
lots is nowhere officially enforced as it 
should be. In spite of official control of 
this work in Los Angeles and elsewhere, 
local civic organizations find it necessary to 
take up the matter. 

All the more common palms will grow 
in strongly alkaline soils, so that even in 
districts where patches of white spots show, 
and no plants are produced by nature, 
palms may safely be planted. 

A shrub known as the Chinese chestnut, 
Xanthoc ras sorbifotia, is becoming quite 
popular in local gardens, for when in bloom 
it is one of the showiest shrubs we grow. 
It does not thrive in the valleys as it does 
coast ward. 

The only true test of our efforts in plant- 
ing or gardening is the picture. Do we 
frighten the artist away or do we bring him 
to see a garden that is worth painting? That 
is the only tru tes*. 

Make the entrance to your grounds in- 
viting, but do not overdo this matter so that 
visitors will be disappointed after entering. 
Be consistent, but do not garden for show 
alone. 

For several years schizanthus has been a 
favorite winter-flowering plant and in in- 
creasing demand. Sown now, they will yield 
a fine flower crop for late winter and spring. 

Ornament the home grounds. In Califor- 
nia, where plants respond to the most ordi- 
nary treatment with most satisfying results, 
and where all such material is cheap, no 
possible excuse is accepted by the public for 
the existence of unplanted premises. 

The Encyclopedia Britennica is authority 
for the statement that some species of palms 
bear female flowers one year and male flow- 
ers the next, and vice’ versa, and so on to 
the end This will be news to most stu- 


dents of the palm family, but if BE. R so 
states we will have to accept it. , 

Snapdragons are one of the old type garden 
flowers that have undergone great improve 
ment during-the past few years, especially 
in size and color of flowers. One may now 
have a fine clear yellow. Put out young 
plants now. 20 

Azalea plants are now scarce because of 
no arrivals from Belgium thus far, and there 


is no assurance any will come. If you saved: 


your last year’s plant or plants, carry them 
to a good plant nursery for repotting, and 
grow for Easter flowers. Do not pinch or 
cut off shoots now, or you will cut off dor 
mant flowers. 

Killing frosts have already occurred in 
the Mississippi Valley and at the southerly 
end, too, also in locations around the Na 
tional Capital. Time to come to California 
if you wish to see outdoor flowers from 
now on. 

At many points in the Southern Btates 
drug plants have been given a trial since 
the European war stopped importation. A 
belladonna farm at Martinsburg (W. Va.) is 
very successful. There are many such 
crops adapted to California, and the present 
very high prices should stimulate experi 
ment. 

The cool summer, brought to a close by 
a heavy rain early in this month, will give 
us a fine, full crop of chrysanthemums and 
fall roses, also violets. 

From present indications it appears that 
Texas is to have a State botanical garden, 
but California, with greater need, greater 
natural and acquired resources, and greater 
wealth, scarcely gives the subject a passing 
thought. 

Keep watch of the latest in water lilies. 
New sorts are constantly being brought 
out by plant breeders, even in California, 
and some chance hybrids of merit are an- 
nually produced. 

The Mexican tulip poppy, Hunnemannia, 
will keep longer as a cut flower than any 
other member of the great poppy family. 
It is a fine garden plant for California, and 
seeds should be sown now. | 

Now is the time to prepare the soil for 
a winter garden of California native wild 
flowers. The rains will start weed seeds. 
When these are up, spade over the ground 
to destroy them, allow to dry for a few 
days, rake smooth and water. All remaining 
weed seeds will now grow. Hoe over and de- 
stroy these, rake in your flower seeds and 
you will have a bounteous crop of native 
beauties. 

Plant more palms, and in greater variety. 
But two sections of this great country may 
grow these wonderful plants, and these dis- 
tricts are as far apart as it is possible to 
get on the same continent in the same line 
of latitude. The palm-growing parts of 
southern Florida are restricted. We may 
grow them everywhere. Let us have them.

An Economical Dry Mash Hopper. 


Poultrymen who practice the dry mash 
system of feeding will be interested in the 
following simple plan and description for the 
construction of a hopper for the purpose 
which is recommended by the Department of 
Agriculture, not only for its efficiency, but 
= for its economy in the conservation of 
ood: 

It is constructed of inch boards twelve 
inches wide. The top may be hinged for 
convenience in filling, or the entire top may 
be made removable, affording in this case 
better protection from the weather. The V. 
shaped bottom of the food container is made 
of one-fourth inch square-mesh wire, such as 
ig used in rendering corn cribs and grain 
bins rat proof. The flat tray, above which 
the food container is supported by the end 
boards, should have drainage holes. Wooden 
cleats should be fastened along the point of 
contact of the wire mesh with the end 
boards, thus making a closed joint and pre- 
venting waste. |

— List as a Guide. 

As poultry shows go, the premium lists 
are much alike and devoid of practical in- 
formation otherwise than the list of poultry 
classes and the attendant association honors 
and special awards. It has often been 
brought to the attention of the writer that 
a well prepared premium list should be 
something more than a mere show affair; 
it should give in brief paragraph form prac- 
tical suggestions bearing on the selection 
and preparation of birds for exhibition. In 
the early days this was a custom observed 
by the Los Angeles show, which of late has 
been somewhat neglected. The value of 
such advisory matter will be recognized in 
the following meaty paragraphs gleaned 
from the premium list just to hand from the 
California State Breeders’ Association Show, 
to be given at Modesto, December 6-9: 

Watch out for down or feathers on shanks 
or feet of all clean-legged varieties, and par- 
ticularly between the toes. See that your 
Langshans are well feathered on their outer 
toes beyond the first joint. ä 

Do not show birds of single-comb varieties 
with side-sprigs on their combs. 

See that the rose-comb varieties have well 
defined “spike” at end of combs. 

Do not exhibit black birds with white or 
gray in plumage. White will disqualify 
“black” birds and black will disqualify

ar ancestry, or “white” birds. 


Weigh the bantams and see that they are 
not overweight. Bantams are prized for their 


“smallness.” 
Do not send a sick fowl to the show. See 


that the birds are healthy.

expression, it makes a strong appeal to all 
lovers of bird life. The points essential to 


| represent a perfect exhibition specimen are: 


Compactly and proportionately built, short in 
feather, with neatly folded tail, beak stout 
and set correctly, not to interfere with per- 
fect curve of profile wattle white and 
smooth, with a dividing center, eyes white, 
with neat damson colored cere, like a silk 
cord encircling the eye. The outline of the 
head should form an unbroken curve from 
tip of beak to back of the skull, showing no 
indentation. A bird with a pinched appear- 
ance behind the wattle, hollow top skull, or 
sharply finished at back of head, is of no use 
as a show specimen. 


October Poultry Dont's. 


Don't neglect to fix up all the leaky spots 
in the houses; the early rains are again with 
us and dampness is the foe of fossil life and 
vigor. 

Don't keep over the surplus males longer 
than you can possibly help; segregate the 
good breeding specimens from those for mar-

Wash your white fowls about two days be 
fore you ship them to the show. 

Clean up the legs of your fowls before 
shipping them. Use sweet oll and sulphur 
on the yellow-legged varieties and sweet oll 
without the sulphur on the black or white 
legged varieties. | 

Soap and warm water will clean legs so 
that they will not be cut in the show room, 
if you take them in time. After washing 
apply oil and sulphur. 

All birds are usually weighed before judg- 
ing; be sure and have yours up to standard 
weight. 

Have leg bands on all of your birds. You 
save the show authorities much worry if you 
will carefully band every specimen. 

Read your American Standard of Perfec- 
tion carefully (1) for disqualifications and 
(2) for faults subject to discounts or “cuts.” 
No bird can win that is subject to any of the 
former, while the specimen that is nearest 
exempt from the latter usually wins first 
place. 


American Capital Brings Chinese Eggs. 


If we are to believe the American Consul 
at Shanghai (Gen. Thomas Sammous) Ameri- 
can money is responsible for Chinese egg 
products in this country. In his report to 
the State Department at Washington he says 
that the American egg-preserving plant 
(owned and operated by the Amos Bird Com- 
pany of Boston,) at Shanghai, 


either frozen or dried, and shipped to the 
United States, at present via the Pacific 
Coast. The frozen product is divided into 
three classes—whole eggs, egg yolks and 
whites of eggs. The dried product consists 
of whole eggs and egg yolks. In both in- 
stances the eggs are churned or “scrambled.” 
The albumen is largely used in the manu- 
facture of candies in the United States, while 
there is a demand for the frozen product at 
bakeries and hotels. American machinery is 
used in this plant with results which are 
entirely satisfactory. The eggs are pur- 
chased in the Shanghai market, and the 
price paid averages more than half a cent 
apiece. Two hundred Chinese are employed, 
and half of these are girls. Chinese girls 
break and examine the eggs, handling an 
average of 3000 a day. 

At present ample refrigerator space is ob- 
tained on Japanese steamers, the product 
being handled in the United States in refrig- 
erator cars. In due course it is expected 
that the product of this American egg plant 
will be largely shipped via the Panama Canal 
to the Atlantic seaboard. In the light of 
these facts is it any wonder that there is a 
strong sentiment for a protective tariff 
among the producing classes on this Coast?

Don't nail down your perches: fit them 
into slots. In this way they can be easily 
removed for cleaning, and also for free 
movement when disinfecting the chicken 
house and fighting lice. 

Don't neglect the pullets; get them iuto 
their winter quarters so that they will be- 
come familiar with their environment and 
commence the winter campaign for produe 
ing hen fruit. 

Don't make the mistake of locating your 
houses on low, heavy, wet land: on loose 
sandy, porous soils the chance of disease is 
much reduced. 


Don't be discouraged on account of the 
high price of feed; aim to have only good 
layers, a good article, and so secure more 
and better product and increased prices. 
Cheap feed does not always mean big profits. 

Don't imagine the poultry business free of 
care and trouble; if it were, the business 
would be no good, because every Tom, Dick 
and Harry would be in it. The fellow who 
overcomes difficulties is usually the fellow 
who makes poultry pay. 

Don’t neglect to attend the poultry shows; 


they are to the industry what fairs are to 


genera] agriculture, viz., exhibits of those 
things which stand for success. The fellow 
with a receptive mind can learn much of 
value at these functions. 

Don't allow animal food (beef scrap, etc.,) 
to lie around exposed to the air; it tends to 
vitiate its purity. A good plan is to tie it 
securely in paper sacks until wanted.

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Nerve Exhaustion From Shock. 
T HAS been demonstrated, and con- 
1 firmed by repeated experiments, that an 
actual physical and chemical change 
takes place in the cells of the nervous sys- 
tem as a result of shock in various forms. 
Thus sudden or prolonged fear, muscular ex- 
ertion, intense mental effort, loud sounds, 
and a host of other things produce this con- 
dition, and in the broader sense constitute 
“shocks.” And as a result of any form of 
shock certain cells in the nervous system 
are partly or wholly incapacitated—ren- 
dered useless temporarily or even perma- 
nently because they are depleted of their 
activating substance. 

No nervous system is so stable that it is 
entirely immune to the effects of shock; yet 
there is the widest possible difference in 
human nervous systems in this respect. 
The “nervous” type of individuals, particu- 
larly those who inherit nervous tendencies, 
are peculiarly susceptible; and in these 
persons the effects are prone to become 
permanent. About 80 per cent. of the sol- 
diers in Europe who are permanently af- 
fected by the shocks of bursting shells are 
said to have “neurotic family histories.” 

Since the introduction of gunpowder 500 
years ago, all soldiers have been subject to 
the shocking effects of terrific explosions; 
but hitherto there have been comparatively 
few instances in which the nervous system 
has been permanently affected by this kind 
of shock. But the nervous systems of mod- 
ern men have become increasingly sensitive 
and unstable. And this fact, rather than 

: the increased force of the detonations of 
modern explosions, undoubtedly accounts 
for the number of soldiers permanently in- 
: capacitated by shock in the present war. 


Exhausting Effects of Explosions.

A surgeon in the United States Public 
Health Service, who has investigated this 
; subject in the European war zones, recently 
' described the peculiar effects that are pro- 
duced by this type of nerve exhaustion. 
; “The devastating effects of the constant 
| bursting of huge shells over the men in the 


trenches, even when no actual injury is 

caused by the flying projectiles, is one of 

the most unexpected effects of modern war- 

| fare, he says. “Although not actually hit, 
i some of those so exposed suffer for a vary- 

: ing length of time from loss of memory, 
from eye trouble, ranging from blindness to 
dimness of vision; loss of sense of taste and 
| smell, impaired hearing and physical upsets. 

. 5 Some never recover but go on into a marked 
state of mental decline. 

“Various terms have been applied to this 
condition, such as ‘battle shock,’ ‘nerve 
shock,’ ‘mental shock,’ and ‘wounds of con- 
sciousness.’ Scores of men, both in the 
ranks and among the officers, while ap- 
parently fit to the outward eye, nevertheless 
suffer in a marked degree from this condl- 
tion, which perhaps can best be described 
as ‘nerve fatigue,’ as a result of the wear 
and tear of a war of high explosives. The 
effects of severe shell fire are very compli- 
cated; but it may be said simply that they 
tend to show themselves in a dazed state 
which may, on the one hand, be developed 
with complete unconsciousness or, on the 
other, lightened till a condition comparable 
to neurasthenia is observed.” 

I. should be stated that this condition is 
in no sense mdicative of a lack of courage. 
The victims are often the bravest of sol- 
diers, It is the result of an unstable 
nervous structure, usually inherited—a 
physical peculiarity over which the in- 
dividuai has no control. 


A Poisonous Garden Flower. 


It is not generally known that poisoving 
may result from handling the garden daf- 
fodil (Narcissus pseudonarcissus.) This 
plant containg a poison which sometimes 
causes a painful eruption of the skin when 
brought in contact with abraded surfaces. 

The poisonous substance is contained in 
the bulb as well as the stems and flowers of 
the plant, and there are several cases of 
poisoning on record due to mistaking these 
bulbs for onions. An instance of this is 
cited in the Journal of the American Medl- 
cal Association. “An ignorant cook pre 
pared a soup from the bulbs in place of 
onions, with the result that those who par

vomiting and diarrhea. It was not until 
after the poisoning had been repeated several 
times that the error was discovered. 

“Daffodil bulbs contain an alkaloid (or 
alkaloids) whose physiological action differs 
according to the stage of growth of the 
plant. If extracted from the flowering bulb 
the alkaloid produces dryness of the mouth, 
checks skin secretions, dilates the pupil, 
quickens the pulse, and slows and weakens 
the heart contractions. The alkaloid ex- 
tracted from the bulbs after flowering pro- 
duces copious salivation, increases skin se- 
cretion, contracts the pupil, and produces 
slight relaxation of the pulse, slight faintness 
and nausea. Such widely divergent phy- 
slologic effects indicate that there must be 
considerable difference in the nature of 
the alkaloids at the different times men- 
tioned. Since the daffodil is so common in 
gardens it might be well to consider it in 
poisonings of mysterious origin.”

Hunger Swelling. _ 


— — — 


Chronic hunger, or lack of the proper 
kind of food, is known to produce all man- 
ner of diseased conditions, but the disease 
now afflicting the under-fed inhabitants of 
Poland is a novelty. The malady is the re- 
sult of war conditions, and the name “hun- 
ger swelling” has been applied to it. The 
most characteristic symptoms of this dis- 
ease are edema, or dropsical condition, “de 
bility” and muscular weakness, intestinal 
disorders, mental depression, and dimness 
of vision. 

“The edema resembles that met with in 
kidney disease, although, as a rule, it be 
gins in the lower extremities. It may be 
confined to the lower limbs, but more often 
spreads over the whole body, involving the 
face, especially the eyelids, in which it 
may be so great as to interfere with vision. 
It sometimes leads to bursting of the skin, 
and so stretches the skin that pink scars 
result from it. The swollen extremities 
usually feel cold to the patient and are cold 
to the touch. After one or two weeks in the 
hospital the edema often disappears, but it 
may persist for months, and even recur 
again after it has subsided. It usually dis- 
appears from above downward, the last 
place to be free being tire feet.”

Sun Bathing. 


— —— 


California, particularly the mountainous 
regions of Southern California, offers ideal 
conditions for sun-bathing; and sun-bathing 
is an important aid to health. To be most 
effective sun baths should be taken with 
great regularity, and this cannot be done 
satisfactorily in any country where daily 
sunlight is not assured. 

The effect of the sun's rays upon the body 
is explained by Dr. Charles F. Gardiner of 
“The rays of 
the sun falling on the skin of one of the 
white race produce first a congestion, fol- 
lowed by an irritation or burn if continued 
long enough. This first congestion, if not 
carried to the point of irritation or destruc- 
tion of outer layer of skin, is of benefit to 
the body in several ways. The cutaneous 
vessels are dilated, internal congestion is 
relieved, the general circulation of the 
blood and lymph is stimulated, the heart's 
action assisted and the kidneys and skin are 
encouraged to act more rapidly. In this way 
the metabolism of the body becomes more 
active, as both the absorbtive and elimina- 
tive powers of the cell are increased. 

“As the heat rays falling on the skin 
produce an increased flow of blood to the 
part exposed, antibodies that combat disease 
are formed in excess of the normal, hemo- 
globin is increased and the blood count 
shows an increase in the number of red 
cells. These effects can often be observed 
by the use of different baths or massage, 
which tend also to cause a superficial con- 
gestion; but in using the solar energy on 
the skin there is another force which, per- 
haps, is more potent and fcr-reaching in its 
effects on man than all the other rays to- 
gether, and thise are the actinic, or ultra- 
violet rays, called also the dark or chemical

rays. Although these rays from the sun 
cannot be seen, they exist in the sunshine 
and have a powerful effect on cellular life.” 


Device for Locating Splinters.

Just what an Angora goat is worth is 
something difficult of determination, an esti- 
mate based upon many features of breeding, 
fleece quality and age. Fair grade animals 
sell for as little as $4 a head, with better 
selections a couple of dollars more. One 
authority gives $50 as the average value of 
registered bucks and $25 of registered does. 
Good grade bucks should sell for $20. 

An excellent feature of the Angora in- 
dustry is the co-operation of the breeders 
in the interchange of choice animals sent 
from State to State, taking with them the 
best features of each locality. An instance 
this was a late shipment of a large band 
of choice, selected young does from the J. 
T. Cooper flocks, near Prescott, Ariz., to be 
placed upon wooded feeding grounds on the 
foothills of the south side of the San Fer- 
nando Valley in California, within sight of 
the mous State Highway.

GOAT’S MILK AND MEAT. 

F. T. Heintz, editor of The Goat World, 
has, upon request, supplied the Illustrated 
Weekly with the following pertinent and 
timely information about much goats, now 
coming into favor: 

In recent years we have learned a very 
valuable lesson; we find that goat's flesh is 
a food of very fine quality and of excellent 
flavor, and, most important of all, through 
experiments conducted by the United States 
government we find that the goat is prac 
tically immune (if not entirely so) from that 
most terrible disease known as tuberculosis. 

But the meat question is of small moment 
when compared to the real good that the 
goat is doing: I speak of the milk problem. 
There are many fine, healthy, strong chil- 
dren going to school, also some of our 
popular California business men, that would 
not be with us today were it not for goat's 
milk. Why? Because goat's milk ig nearer 


to the human mother’s milk than any other 


milk we have, and in some cases is even 
superior to mother’s milk, inasmuch as goats 
are free from tuberculosis, and all human 
As far as cow's milk is 
concerned, it would be an insult to the real 
milch goat to have cow's milk compared 
with the milk of the goat. Read the new 
dairy laws that point out clearly what a 
filthy animal the cow must be to require 


such stringent laws! Think what you have 
been feeding your baby, and it will make 
you shudder. 

In and around Los Angeles there are in 
the neighborhood of 3000 goats kept for milk 
purposes. Of course all these goats are not 
real milch goats, some of them not giving 
more than one quart per day, but quite a 
number of them are high-class milch animals, 
giving as much as six quarts a day, though 
a goat giving three quarts a day when fresh 
and milking for nine or ten months, with an 
average of two quarts a day, is considered 
an excellent animal. 

The three best breeds in this country are 
the Saanan, Toggenburg and the Anglo-Nu- 
bian. The most popular is probably the 
Toggenburg on account of its fine milking 
qualities and its great beauty, being a very 
decided chocolate color, with white stripes 
down each side of its face, and having legs 
that are white up to the knees. The Tog- 
genburgs as a whole are the heaviest 
milkers. The Saanans probably come next. 
They are a pure white goat, and are a little 
larger than the Toggenburg. They are 


splendid milkers, and as individuals have 


the largest milk record. The Anglo-Nubian 
is also a goat with an enviable milk record, 
and it is claimed that these give the richest 
milk of all. They have no regulation color, 
being black, brown, white or spotted. 

The Toggenburg comes from the Toggen- 
burg Valley in Switzerland, and the Saanan 
from the Saanan Valley, also in Switzerland, 
and I am told there ig great rivairy between 
the dairymaids of the two different valleys 
as to which raise the best milch goats. 

The Anglo-Nubian ig a goat that had its

imported to England from Nubia; also the 
Indian Nubian, imported to England from 
India. There are no pure Nubians in this 
country, as the animals originally imported 
would not stand this climate, and died; but 
the Anglo-Nubian thrives here, and is a 
splendid type of milch goat, regardless of 
its cross-breeding. 

A goat can be kept for 10 cents per day 
where all feed has to be bought; allowing 
$20 per ton for hay and $30 a ton for grain. 
There is a splendid and growing demand for 
goat’s milk at 25 cents per quart; it is being 
recommended by the doctors for tubercular 
patients, other invalids and children, and by 
the housewife as the finest milk ever used 
in the kitchen or dining-room. 


Since the European war there has been a representative of the 


steady and growing demand for different 
kinds of cheese made from goat's milk, com- 
manding a price of 50 cents to $1 per pound. 

How any man or woman (who uses milk) 
owning or renting a house having a small 
back yard, and wanting to help cut down ex- 
penses, can overlook the goat ig beyond me, 
when you stop to think that by owning two 
goats you can have from three to four 
quarts per day of the finest milk, the year 
round, at a cost of 10 cents per day. A good 
grade goat can be bought for $40 to $100. A 


pure-bred doe will bring from $100 to $300.

zona, at Tucson, and presented with a hand- 
some sword. 

As I said, there are several lessons to be 
learned from this campaign of thirty years 
ago. Prominent among these lessons are 
two. First, the value of Indian scouts. It 
is doubtful whether Geronimo would ever 
have been forced to surrender had it not 
been for the work of the Apache scouts from 
the San Carlos Reservation; second, the 


absolute necessity of stamina and endur- 


ance on the part of men and horses. Well- 
fed and pampered American cavalry horses 
are of little use in the mountains of northern 
Mexico. They will break their hearts, if 
they do not break their legs. As to the men, 
preliminary training is absolutely neces- 
sary. When the Seventh California Regi- 
ment was mobilizing at Sacramento, I read 
that nine men went to the hospital after 
having to go without a hot breakfast. Per- 
haps, however, this was partly due to the 
injection of an assorted variety of serums. 
The experience of Gen. Leonard Wood 
should prove invaluable at this time.

And it is not unusual for a copy writer to receive big 
wages and even to be let into the stockholding fold, 
not because he writes the kind of copy that makes 
sales and, is therefore profitable to the house, but be- 
cause he is gifted with that rare insight into human 
nature which irresistibly actuates him to use his space 
telling the public what a wonderful man his general 
manager is. 

That this same general manager may be the same 
individual that fixes the copy writer’s salary, is some- 
times merely a coincidence. — 


NCE a copy writer gets infected with this disease, 
there is no stopping him until the expert account- 
ants discover how many million dollars the company 
has sunk in the hole of misdirected energy and en- 
thusiasm. After a meeting of the board of directors, 
the copy writer looks about for some other company 
having a general manager that he thinks he could 
learn to admire. 

Advertising copy is a form of literature that has 
but one more pinnacle to climb. It has yet to be set 
to music. 0 

True, there are advertising songs already extant, 
but a song can be a song without being even distantly 
related to music. | 

By music I mean something by—say Puccini. 

When Puccini discovers that he has been wasting 
his time around the Metropolitan Opera House, and 
that True Fame, to say nothing of ample compensa- 
tion, awaits him in one of the advertising agency 
offices, then, if not before, we shall have real adver- 
ising set to real music, sung by Caruso, and recorded 
on the indestructible circular discs of the Umpty 
Umpty Record Company of New York, Paris and 
London. 

So much money is even now expended annually in 
advertising that the cost of the New York opera season 
is less than equivalent to the cash discount of adver- 
tising bills. t being so, certainly it is not money 
that stands between advertising Puccini. 

Many literary giants have felt the call of preferred 
position next to pure reading matter, but with only

question whether we are commercializing 
literature or literally frying advertising, 
and nobody dares answer. 


| one thing is certain when liter- 

ary giants undertake advertising 
writing, other literary men admit that at 
least they are advertising men, whereas 
the common variety of advertising writers considers 
them very good at literature. But it is hard to please 
everybody. 

Advertising has its chief habitat in North America, 
south of the great lakes, east of the Rockies, and 
north of 307 latitude.
